^projectiles ” amongst the natives of China and Kiudnstau, 

:)nel Chesney, quotes the following passage froiu a Hindu 
ird:—Oh ! chief of Gnjiid, buckle on your arniDurf and pre- 
^pare your fire-machiues” j the meaning of which is explained in 
a following stanza, tliat the culivers and cannons made a loud 
report when tlicy were tired, and the noise of the Ixill was 
heard upwards of 1,4(10 yards olt Tlie facir of cannon balls 
having been propelletl by means of gunpowder in India as early 
as A. D. 1200, the epoch of the poet, api^i‘3 to bo established, 
although the use of Artilleiy is not ineutiuned by any hhiro’ 
peau writer liefore the fourteenth eentiiry* The accor<l- 

ing to Condd, used ai'tillery against Saragossa in 1118 ^ and in 
1132 a cuhBrill of 4lb, calibre was miule, In 1157, ^vllen 
the Spaniards took Niobla, the Moors defended tlieinsclves by 
machines wldcli threw darts and stones by means of lire. 

In 1280 artilleiy was used against Cordova j and in I3u6 or 
13Q8 Ferdinand IV* took Oibrnlhit from the Moors by means of 
artilleiy. 

Those, atui other examples, tender it almost certain tliat the 
use of gunpowder became first known in Europe throngli the 
Moorish conquests and waifare in Spain, although the true com¬ 
ponents of gunpowder were known to Fiiar Bacon, and were 
made generally known throughout Euiope by Bartholdus 
Schwartz in 1320. 

Edward III. of England used “ Crakeys of War during 
his campaign against the Scots iu 1327, and, is said to have 
used artillery at the battle of Creasy in 134(1; l)ut this is 
doubtful, and no notice of them at the subeeqifent battle of 
Poitiers can be traced. In 1347 Edward did, howevetv use 
artillery at the siege of Calais, as did tho Piince of Wales in 
1356 in mincing the Castle of llomozantin. In 1373 Eichard 
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IL employed 400 cftiinons, winch fired da}^ and night 
unsuccesi^sful attack on Rt, Malo,* ‘ ^ 

In an Inventory of Sduniticms of War, provided by the Oily . 
against au exxieoUid invasion by the French in the laigti of 
Kdward Ttl., this interesting entiy oconis:—“Also ic the 
Clminber of the Guiklhall there are six instrunients of latent , 
called gonnes, and tive rolerea to the same. Also pellets’of 
lead for Llut same instruments, ivliicli 'iveigii 4 Inmdrcdweight 
aiul a half. Also ii3 pounds of powder for the said instru- 
nients,” 

bitouc, or ktten* was a hard, yellow mixed metal, closely 
resembling hmss. 

This is probably the earliest passage at present known that 
boars reference to the nae of cannon in England; and, this 
taken into conahleration, tlie infcnumtion it gives la Temarkably 
full ; the earliest hitherto jKiinted out in the Privy Wanrlrobc 
acconiits (in Mr. Hewitt’s Amis and Armour of the Fourteenth 
Century) being live years later in date. Tlie probability is, that 
the Piirdi, a Mercantile Society of Plorence, liad inipoilcd them, 
as they ai'O meittioned as supplying the City authorities with 
cloth two years beibitij and M. Libri has discovered that 
cannon w-crc already used for the defence of Ploi'ence in 
132G.t 

Although art.illery was used from the time of Edward IIL, 
and purchased fioiu abroad ly nil our succeeding sovereigns, it 
seems stiuuge that none of oiir woikmcn attempted to cast 
them, till the i‘eigu of Henry VIII,, when—in the year 1521, 
according to Stow, or 1535, according to Caiudoii—great brass 
oEdnance or cannons and culverins were hi'st cast in England hy 
one John Owen, w-liose family, with tire I^itts, continued to 
maunfactUTe guns until the icign of James.:]: ^bout the year

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great quantities of iron ordnance were manufactured to be 
sent abroad, in couswiueiioe of wJiich tlie number cjf foundera 
waft limited * 

Artillery is a term derived fiom the French, signifying 
Archery, and from that nation the Englisli seem to have learnt 
at least the use of the crossbow. 

William fclie t.^ontiuetor liad a considerable number of bow¬ 
men in Ids army at the battle of Hastings, when no mention is 
mode of such troops on the side of Harofd, and it is suiqjosed 
that these Norman ai'olters sliot with the arbalest or cross! jo w. 

Bows and arrows are of very ancient date, for we react of 
them in Scripture as early as 18£)!i n.c., in which it is said of 
Ishmael that he ** dwelt in the wilderness, and beccime an 
archer 

WJien the Romans fimt invaded Britain under Julius Cuesar, 
in 55 B.c., the anus of the British were tlie spear or lance, sword, 
dagger, battle-axe, and btnvs and arrows, the latter being nxade 
of reed, with lliiit, bone, or meUtl heads. Tfie metal used in the 
construction of arms wtxs bronze. 

Between A.n. 450 and 10GO the Saxons may have used the 
bow, but in the latter part they di.'5continned tlieir use except 
for the chase ; for Henry of Huntingdon makes William t)ie 
Conqueror speak of the Saxons a,*? a nation nut even liaving 
arrows; they were^ however, fhmed for their expertness witli tlie 
mace and battle-axe. In lOOli liaix>ld IL, having observed tliat 
the lieavy armour of the Saxons prevented them from pursuing 
the Welsh into their receasea, conimaTided them to itse ligliter 
weapons, and armour iiiwle of leather only. 

Under the Normans the archers wei’o a most iiuportaiit body, 
and rendered invaluable service at the battle of Haattug^s, wliich 
was decided Jby them; and from this time, attd f«r many cen¬ 
turies after, the bow was the cliief ann of the Englisli, being used 
both by mounted troops as ;veil as infantry* The weapons used 
from the Conquest were principally bows and arrows, half-pike, 
apears, halberds, maces, various kinds of battle-axes, swokIs, and 
daggers. In the reign of Heniy I, (1100-1135) archery was

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uiucli cultivated^ and ^^^reat iiAimbers of bowmen weic brought 
into tlie field, and au Act was ]> 0 S 8 ed freeing from the charge 
of murder anyone who, in practising with aTrows or darts, should 
kill a person standing near* 

The eioss-l>ow appears to have been used iu tlie chase in this 
reign* 

The Irish at this period were still without the bow, and the 
English coiiqucsta in Ireland wcio tluo to its use; but the Welsh 
iKiwiiiou were celebrated tor tlieir expert ness* 

Duiniig the reign of Ihchard 1* (il89*D^l) the arbalest, or 
emss-bow was adopted aa a weapon of war; its use waa forbid¬ 
den hy the second T-ateraii Con noil, in 1 Kj 9 fatal and cruel, 
ami again by Pope Innocent III., al>oiit the year 1300. Many 
of the cnisss-bows Vere jirovided witli sights. Arclicts were 
preforreil ns infantry, and eross-l)owmcn as cavaliy* 

in 12Rr! Edward L passed tlio celebrated Act known as the 
Statute rtf Winchester, i)y which every male l>ctween fifteen and 
sixty ;ears oC age had to pi-ovide himself with certain amia, 
acccrtliug to the (piautity of liis goods or lan<h* 

Firearms w'ere introduced :n the reign of Kib.vard III* Autlio- 
litic^s dilfer iu Llieir statements regarding the exact year and 
conn try in wliicii tliey %veie invented; and the actual date of 
tlio ill's! imrtuble lirearm, tlie haiid-giui, is involved in obscurity* 
An iiujuisition, taken at Hunletcombc in Yorkshii'c, in 1375, 
mentions the attack on the manor house by forty men aimed, 
among other weapons, with “ gnunes,” supposed to by the hsind- 
gun.f Ill 1341 an order was issued to tlic sheriffs of most of 
the ICnglisli comities to pn>viile 50Q white bt^ws and 600 bundles 
of arrows for the iiiteuded 'war against France* 

In the famous, battle of Cj'oa.^y, in 1340, our chroniclera state 
that we bad 3,8dO ai'cbei's, to whom our victory was chiefly 
ascribed. The Frencli liistorian, Philip de Coniines, agrees with 
our own writers iu asseititig that the English archers excelled 
those of every otlier nation ; and Sir Jolin Fortescuc says again

upon arcliere/' The supedor dexterity of the nicherg gave tlie 
Euglisli a great advantage over lioth tJic rreiieh and the Seot?j, 
The Preach depended cliietiy on their i«eii* * * § at-arms, and the 
Scots on their pikcnieii; but the laaks of l>oth were often 
thinne<l and thrown into disorder by ilights of arrows, beiaare 
they could reach their eneniies.* 

In 1355 the City of I^ndon provided 25 meii-in-anns, and 
51)0 arcliera, all habited ia the same imiJbrm; a splendid present 
to the King, which he received with gi*eat satis faction ."f* 

The various City Companies in olden times hm.1 to keep a 
certain nniiihcr of bowmen. Mentiou is made of a lunster of the 
men, and nund>er of arms belonging to eacli ('ouipany, as crti'ly 
as May, 144^4 (In the eve of the Peter aiul St. dohii, in tile 
year 151S, a muster of the bow men foil ml by each of the City 
(.'ompaniea, the number belonging to each (jum})any was from 
two to eight men cach,§ The number of meu supplied by 
twenty^six of the principal City Companies in 1585 amoiinteil 
to about 2,800; from the (jrUKiers ami Haherdasliers, mustering 
39.5 each, to tlie Statiouen, and Ikriieid and Surgeons, witli 
twenty-.‘5e\eti, and twenty-four ieapeeLively,j[ 

bSut though tlie Kuglish ai’chers hafl justly acf[iiirod a high 
degree of reputation over all Europe, and had contributed greatly 
to the bTilliant succeSB of their country’s arms in Fiance and 
elaowJiei'e, yet a few yearn’ peace sunk tlieir manly, mtirtia), and 
elegant art into disuse, especially in the Ketrapolb, where it 
had given place to ainuaeiuents, some trivial, Siimc ruinous, and 
some barbarous and inhuman. T^wanl ondeuvoured to call off 
the citiSiena from purguits ao uuwortliy, by iMstoring the practice 
of Archery, an exeroiae at onco wliulosome, liseful, and incx- 
penaive- for tJiia purpose, in 1363, lie addressed letters to the 
Sheriffs of London, enjoin Lug that in places in the City, as well 
within the liberties as without, where they should see it expe-

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public proelainatioji fihauld bo mado, that every one of 
the saicl City, strong in botly, at leisure time or Iiolidajna, should 
use in their recn^ntions bows and arrows, or pellets, or bolts, 
and learn and exercise the art of ahooting; forbidding all, on 
pain of imprisonment> in any manner to apply themselves to the 
throwing of stones, wood, iron, hand-ball, foot-ball, bandy-ball, 
cambucli, or cock-fighting, or other sucli-like vain plays, which 
had no profit in tlieni * 

The most ancioiit mark for Ci'own property is the Slroad 
A now'/’ at one time only iisnil by tlie Admiralty, but now used 
by the War Department for every description of stores, and is 
too well known to oeccl description. It was in common use at 
a very early period, as the following extract frcin the Uccords 
of ilie Corporation .of the City of London, in tlie reign of 
biehard IIin DlBij, will show. 

" On the 24Lh of December Thomas Stokes w as brought before 
the Lorfl jMayor and AlduTnieij, for having during the past eight 
duya gone to the houses of several brewei-s, pretending to lie an 
offietsr and a taker of ale ibr the King's household, and there 
iiiarkuHl soveinl bancls full of nhi ivitli a mark called ^ arc we¬ 
ll eile,^ saying that those bamda were for the household of their 
Jx>r<l the King, whereas in tnilh he was not an ollicev Ijclongiiig 
to the King, and he falsulv and deceitfully received divers simis 
of money from tlwi brewers that they might have the ale in 
peace; he admliteil his guilt, and wa^ souteneed to Ije put upon 
the i-illory for an liour/'f 

(Jharlea 1., on the fltli of March, ld27, signed a Warrant 
Oldering the letters (J.E., as a mark for t 'rown pi‘0]>eity, which 
waa to bo used for all stores for land service, and for sea service 
and an aiiclior. This was done to try and prevent pur- 
loiiiijig and changing stores from the armouries and other 
places.^ 

As early as 1487 sliooting with the loug-lmw appears to liave 
been on the decline, and during the succeeding eiglity rears

The preaDible of the Act passed ia 14871 set forth that as 
the defence of the realm depended on archeryj which had 
faUen into decay ftom the dearth and excessive price of long 
hows, and directed that^ after the feast of the Pnrihcatian of Our 
Lady* any person who sold bows for more than 3s. 4d. sliould be 
fined 40s* for every one sold. 

A few years later, sufficient how staves not having been 
brought into the kingdom for a long time pcist^ tlie Custom 
duties were abolished for ail bows feet long, to encourage 
jnerchants to import them, so as to increaso avclmrs and tlie 
artillery of the same.^ 

Cross-bows next became popular, but were disefuMnged, and 
many Acts were passed laying restiictions on their use, the 
first being in 1503-4, when the King, considci'ing that, in 
the time of his Moat Noldc Progenitors, shooting witli long 
bows was much used, whereby honour and victory against 
their enemies had been achieved, and shooting l^ing then 
greatly dccaye*!, Jtw mhjerU greaUy ddighihig x/t ovua- 
how, with which th^i/ fjrmt *hdritfCiUm tlw 

Kht^s dter; directed that after Easter the cross-bow should 
not he used without his special licence, exceptions being made 
iu favour of a man defending his botise, or a loitl, or any person 
possessing land of the yearly value of iJtiCJ marks. All offenders 
were to be prasecuted and fined 40s. for evety day one had been 
used; and any servant who used one was to be diachaigcd, 
unless the fine was paid.§ This not being found sufficient 
(many persona obtaining the re(iuired licence by false pretences, 
80 that croas-bow shooting liad increased if anything), an Act

This was the last Act on the 
subject of the use of cross-bows,|j 

Active measures wore taken by Hetity VIIL for the eneourage- 
luent and practice of archery. In 1512 an ActU was passed, 
reciting the advantages of the loiig-lx)w, and reiieatiiig the in¬ 
junction agikin.st the cross-bow containeil in the Act passed in 
15Uo-4; and oidcjing tliat, as shooting with the former ivas then 
" right little usetl,” and was daily diminishing more and moi'c, 
that the Btatute of Winchester for Archers should he put ink^ 
execution. Every man under sixty years of age, and not suffering 
I'mm any intimyty (except the clergy, justices, and judges) had 
always to keep bows and antjws in their houses, and to make use

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of them; aud evety boyj from seven to seven tee had to be in- 
stnicted in theii nae+ Any peraoii not pcovidingtfieniselves with 
these articles were to beliued a shilling for evety month they re* 
mained without them. The statutes against unlawful games were 
put in force. The howyers were diteeted to make at least one how 
of yew for oveiy one made of elm, wych, or other cheap wood, 
iiutts were ordered to be made in every city and town, accordiog 
to the laws of ancient times, and the inhabitants were coin]jelled 
to keep them in repair, and nmkc use of them on holy days and 
other convenient times. The justices were directed to appoint 
howyers in all cities, shires and b(irougha, to make the necessary 
hows, lu lol4'15 a similar Act* was passed to tiy and put a 
stop to such unlawful games as tennis play, bowlcs, &c.| " w hich 
only lead id murders and Tobherie3.”f 

In a ^Va^^unt addressed to the Ijord Mayor and Aldermen 
from the Manor of Okyug, [Woking], on Llie 2i>th of August, 
J ’>'21,1 the King stating that as it was good policy in times of 
peace to provide against war, he intended to have a good 
number of arch era prepai’ed and ]nit in readiness, both for 
the defence of the realm and other dominions and ganisons in 
outward paits. They were tliorefore oideied witli all possible 
diligence to prepare a hundred able bowmen and archere to 
be ready for the wars at a day*s warning. A ?roelaination,5} 
dated 12th rJtxnimiy, 1537, to cany out the Statute of the 2,5th 
of Henry VIIJ., orders tlmt cross-bows were not to be used by 
persons of an e^itate of less value Uiaii £tU0 per aiitium, under a 
penalty of £10 j and further ordered that all hand-guns earned 
by licen.'^ed t>ersona were to have tlic stock at least two feet ainl 
a half long, on pain of iuiprisoimient and fine. 

l>ivers gnevons complaints having been ma^de that }>ei-sons 
licensed to shoot with hand^guus took upon themselves to alioot 
in towns and troughs and other unmeet places witlmut regard 
to where their i)ellets ivont, so that persona on the highway, 
streets, and even in their own housea and gjiidens, had been put

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ill gteat jtsopaitly of thyir lives, a Warmnt, dated 27th July, 1540, 
directed that no person of any quality or degree was to shoot 
elsewhere than at tlie places set aside for that purposSj under 
pain of impTigoninent and fine at the King's pleasure** 

In 1541-2 another attempt was made to keep np archery hy 
an Act+ passed for the maintenance of artillery and debarring 
unlawful games; from which it appears that the howyers 
tietchera, stringers, and atrow-liead makers, in eonsetiuence of 
lack of work, liad gone to ScoUand and other places abroad and 
settled there, working and teaching their science to the great 
comfort of stiuugers, and the detriment of this realm* All those 
praotisini^ the above trades who had come to I/ondon in search 
of employment were to he sent to inhabit such towns and other 
places as the Counoil should direct* Sundry reguktiona were 
laid down for the distances at wliicli persons of different ages 
were to shoot; and no one was allowed to keep any pulilic 
place for howliitg, tennis, or any prohibited gamcrj under certain 
penalties. 

The bowyore compkinetl, in 156(3, that so few bows of elm, 
wycli, lioicul, or ash, were used, l)Ut only yew; so an Act was 
passed directing every bowyer to keep fitly good bows of elm, 
asb, and Jbrcigii yew, Ac-, well made, not exceeding Gs, 8d. each, 
sect>nd begt ;i5(*4d-, third sort, ctilletl livery bows, 2s., and any bow 
of i^riglislt yew for 2 s.; and a fine of 40s* was imjioscd for any sold 
above that price.J The English always used a very long bow; 
those who were arrived at maturity wore pi'oliibited from shooting 
at any innrk that was not upwards of 220 yartla distant, under a 
penalty of 6s* 8(L for each shot; tlie range of a bow is said to 
have been from 820 to 400 yai’ds*§ 

Another l'roclamation,|] made on the 4th of Eeburary, 1544, 
states that tlie J^ng, considenng liow expedient it was at tliat 
time to have a number of his subjects skilled and trained in the 
feat of shooting with hand-guns and hagbuashes, gave liberty to

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all his subjects of sixteen years of age and upwards, to use the 
said arras without any forfeiture or iiue* provided they did not 
shoot auy deer, partridges, pheasants, herons, showlards, teles, 
or hares, that breed or hauiit any of His Majesty's houses; or in 
any other place without leave from the owner of the ground ; 
Djid shooting m towns and villages was only to he allowtid at 
the appointed places where biithi were provided, 

111 Mdward Vl/a reign Archery began to decline. It is not sur¬ 
prising that tlie long-bow, which was the chief and favourite 
weapon of England, and which, iu the hands of trained inen, 
was most accurate and capable of being used rapidly, should have 
been reluctantly given up for fireams, which were, for a long 
time, csceedingly heavy, clumsy, slow in loading, troublesome to 
clean, and without accuracy. In Mary's reign they do not ap¬ 
pear to have hcen anxious to intrfHlnce fiinarms ■ it being left 
the choice of the people wliether they sliould find a long-bow 
and sheaf of arrows, or a hackbutt. 

Til lfj47 the Lord Mayor and Aldermen issueti a Proclama¬ 
tion * dated the 27tlt of October, saying they found it very ex]ie- 
dient, reiiuisite, and necessary to call attention to the Statute of 
the 3:3 Henry VlIT,, relating to Archery, Attiileiy, and unlawful 
games, and to rciiiind people of the penalties therein. 

The amount of pay received by anthers at tins period is 
shown iu a w'arrunt of the 2ml of May, 1048, allowing five ot 
the King's ai'cliers eightpence i>er diem for a given time; and 
twenty shidings for their conduct into Scotland.t 

About this time ftii Arsenal appeara to have been founded at 
Greenwicb, as, on the dtli of March, 154*7, a "WaiTaiitJ for £200 
was given to Sir Kichaid Leigh, for making an Armoury Mill, 
near there; and two years later is another one for £259 IDs. 9dp 
to Sir 'William Cavendish, dated the 17th of March, 1549,§ to 
pay to Henry Lee, Clerk of the King's Armoury, for wages of 
the Armoury at Greenwich, from the 2C>th of July to the 3rd of 
April, 1550; another was granted on the 0th of May, 1550, for 
the same amount, being part of £27G 15s* 4d* due to the Alle-

The manner in which the Army in those tlays was supplied 
with surgeons is shown iu a letter from the Privy Council to 
the 1/nxl Mayor, dated the 28th of f) uly, 15(52^ directing him to 
forbear troubling the Company of f^iiigeoiis with any muster, 
because at all setting-forth of men they were bound to furnish 
tlie Army with Surgeons,J 

Proelamations were made by the Lord Major, on the 9th of 
September, lob8,§ and again iu lo72,|| in which the Statute of 
the 33 Henry VI11/ is quoted os being very necessary to be put 
ill execution, and reminding the citizens that for aU lioya from 
seven to seventeen years of age a bow and two arrows was always 
to be kept for each of them; in the case of servants the cost 
being deducted from their wages. Prom seventeen to sixty 
years of age all able men had to be pi'OYided with a bow and 
four arrows \ and masters and facheis were rendered liable to 
a tine of da. 8d, for every month they were unprovided with 
theiTL 

Letters Patent, dated the 25th of June, 1571, were granted by 
Elizalieth to Sir Humphrey Gillxjrt, appomtiiig Commissioners, 
for seven years, to carry out this Act, and autlioriaing them to 
compound with offenders against the Statutes, Sir Humphrey 
being appointed Recciver-Gcaoral of all fines, and accounting 
for the same to the Coui't of Excheque

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In an Act passed during tins year^ wliicli recites that of V2 
Edward IV.^ and states that “ whereas tlio use of Archery not 
only hath ever been, hut also yet by God^a especial gift to 
the English nation, a singular defence of the realm ”♦ therefore 
confirmed and enlaiged its provisions, 

Elizabeth issued a Commission f in 1.^72 to the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen, in which it is slated that (owing to the neglect of 
the provisions of the Statute of 2:! Heniy YIIL for the main¬ 
tenance of Artillery and <lel>iuriug of unlawful games, in Jiot 
seai-ching as to whether the numbtr of Ttows and arrows therein 
ordered to be kept wei'e duly provide J) shooting in most parts of 
the realm was utterly forgotten* The Queen tljcrelbre appointed 
them and their deputies, Ooniiuiasiouers, with powder to scaroh 
both the city and suburbs to see that the proper numlierof bows 
and arrows were provided, and to ascsertain w hfi kept liouses or 
alleys for unlawful games. All pci'sons were to Ih! required to 
bring their Ik^ws and aiTows to some couveiiient place, ami those 
not furnished ivith them, or making use of unlawful games 
the Comnnssionera were first to try by gentle adraoniLions Ut 
Tofonn, so that the exercise of shooting might be continued; aial 
if they failed to intiuence them, tlioir names and dwellings were 
to be cerfcifi'ed to the Lonl Chancellor ond Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal, so that tlie neccssaiy steps might he taken as the law 
directed* Some idea of the strict regiilatioiis under which games 
were restricted may be formed from the following Ordinance, 
issued on the 22nd of November, 1572, by the Lord Mayor, 
straightly chaT^ing and commanding that “ playinge at the foote- 
balle" should not lie played witliin the city, in consequence of the 
disturbance and dhiorder caused by breaking the glass windows, 
overthrowing women and children, and poor impotent folks; anil 
the constables were ordered to apprehend all effendera^j: 

A few years after, letters, dated 20th July, 1577, were sent 
by the Privy Council to all the counties ordering the use of 
bows and amws, and reviving the Statute for Artillery above 
mention e(L§

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All Ollier of tlie Privy Council, dated the IRUi of June, 1680, 
directs corsleta for the use of the shires to be sold by the Master 
of the Armoury, to the number of 2,000, at 233.44. each, to such 
persons as desired to buy them. 

On the following day a letter was sent to the Loi'd Mayor, 
requiring him to j'evive the training of the “shotte ** within the 
City, which was suspended in 1578 on acc^mut of the Plague, 
and the training was to he coutiniied annually. * 

In April, 1588, orders were issvied relating U) the 10,(^00 men 
the City was to furnish for the defouce of the Queen's person 
and the City; and it appears that the Karl of Leicester did not 
tliiiik tliat tlie Captains and Xjeaders appointed by the City were 
fit to have charge of them, f 

Letters were sent from the Court at Greenwich, dated the fith 
of June, 1501, to the T^ords-Lieutenant of several counties, 
stating that tlie Council was informed tliat divers unlawful 
games were daily used in most phice^ in the realm, and that 
Artshery was gi'catly decayed, and, in a inamier, fdino&t laid aside; 
and this ancient weapon was recommend^;.! to be revived. J 
The Bowjers and other poor Companies complained to the 
Privy Council of disorders in the City and other parts of the 
TCiUin from neglect of the Jaws relating to Archery, and unlawful 
games, and tlm fAjrU Mayor wu3 directed, on the Bdth of June, 
1583, to see tliem properly carried out.§ 

On the 4th of June, 1502, the Company of Lowyers pnJ- 
sonted a petition against unlawful games, whicli greatly inter¬ 
fered witli tlieir trade. 11 

In 1CD4 grenades were invented, which wore, at first, pro¬ 
jected from hand mortars; they gave origin, in France, to the 
troops denominated Grenadiers, who were soldiers trained in the 
art of throwing l:i^nd'grenade3. In l(i78 each Grenadier Com^ 
paiiy in tlie ISritish Anny was armed with grenades, but this was 
discontinued in tlie reign of Queen Anne.

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A most important ehange was made iti 16% by an Order 
in Council, dated the 2Gt]i of October, directiDg tliftt the Bows 
of the Trained Iknda were to bo exchanged for CaUvers and 
Muaketa.* Thus, in spite of all the elforte that had been made 
during the previous centmy to maintain Archery, it was at last 
superseded by firearms, and from this time gradually sank into 
insignificance and disnsa 

On the 23 k 1 of July, 1598, tlie office of Muster-Master was 
aboliahed, but was revived again some years after. On tbe Otli 
of September of tlie same year the office of l^KJVOst-Mamhal, tor 
London, and some of tlie counties adjacent, was instituted for 
suppressing rogues and vagabonds.^

1537*—Ort the 25th of August, 1537> a Clmiier of Incorpora¬ 
tion was gr^ntctl to tlie Archers ia anti about the City of 
London, under the title of the Fraternity or Guild of St* George; 
Sir Christopher Morris, Knt., Master of the Ordnance, Anthony 
Kuevett, and Peter Mewtes, Gentlemen of tlie Piivy Chamher, 
were appointed Overseers of the said Guild and Science of 
Artillery, or Long-bows, Cross-bows, and Hand-guns* Four 
Masters and Kulers were appointed for life, ySz., Sir Christopher 
Morris, Comeliua Johnson, Anthony A nthony, and Henry John¬ 
son ; and they were directed to begin, found, guard and establish 
a perpetual Fraternity of St, Geor^ and had full powers and 
authority given them to choose and admit into thdr said 
Fraternity or Guild all manner of honest persona whatsoever, 
including foreiguem* 
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The MaatcTS »ud Bulors, wnd sudi brethren as tliey should 
elect and admit, wei'e to be one body and commonality cor¬ 
porate, having succession perpetually by the name of Masters 
and Rulers and Commonality of the Praternity or Guild of 
Artillery of Long-bows, Cross-bows, and Hand-gaus, and tliey 
find their successors were empowered to implede and be itn- 
picded by the name of Masters and Killers of the said Hmtlier- 
fiood or Guild, and had power and authority to choose and elect 
amongst themselves four Under-Mnsters and Rulers, to oversee 
and govern the said Pratemity, ami to have the custody of sucli 
laiids^ tenements, rents, ix>3sesslons, goods and chattels, as should 
happen to he purchased, beiiueathed, given, granted, or assigned 
unto them. 

Every year, as it should best please them, they might cliooao 
four Under-Masters and Rulei'S, either Euglisli or Ibrcigiiers, 
of good name and fame, and, if need Tequii^ed, might remove 
them and elect others as often as they liked. They were also 
empowered to use a common aeal for all ncccasary things be¬ 
longing to the Fraternity, and were enabled to implead or 
be impleaded, answer and be answered, befoi-e any Judge or 
Justice spiritual or temporal wbataoever, in any Court or 
Courts in the realm, in all actions, quarrels and suits, real or 
personal, 

They had power to make laws and regiJations for the good 
government of the Fraternity, and to alter or change the same 
as often as should he thonght necessary. They also had full 
power to purchase lands, tenements, and other hereditaments, 
not being held of the Crown in capite, the Statute of Koitmaiu 
or other statutes or other things passed to the contrary not¬ 
withstanding. And, ftirthermore, for the better increase of the 
defence of the realm, and maintaining the science of shooting, 
they were granted Kcence for tlieir disport and pastime, to use 
and shoot with long-bows, cross-bows and hand-guns at all 
manner of marks and butts, and at the game of the Popinjaye 
and other games, as well as at fowb, both in London and 
Buburbe, and all other parte of the I'ealm of England, Ireland, 
Calais, and Wales; the royal forests, chas® and parks e3tcepted, 
unless by special warrant, as also herons and pheasants^ within 
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two niilca of any royal mansion, or castle, or other place where 
the Sovereign might happen to he^ were also Teserved, 

They and tlieit servants wei^e permitted to keep their long¬ 
bows, cross-bows, and band-guus, and use tlie same as often as 
they pleased; but scrvaTjts were not permitted to shoot at any 
kind of fowl, and were liable to the penalties of the Acts if they 
offended* No other Fraternity or Guild could be formed in any 
part of the realm niileas licenaed by the Mastera and Unleis of 
this Fraternity* 

They were entitled to wear any kind of embroidery, or any 
device in silver on tlieir gowns, jackets, coats, and doublets; 
also any kind of silk, velvet, satin, or damEisk (the colours of 
purple and scarlet only excepted) in their gowns and jackets* 
Also all tura on tlieir gowns or elsewliore, except martin b, any 
Act or Proclamation to the contraiy notwitlisbanding. 

The Miisters and llulers and their successors were especially 
exempted from being empanelled, or compelled to serve on any 
manner of Quest or Jury, either within the City, or other places 
in the realm. 

Whenever any of them nse<l the word commonly spoken 
before shooting, “ Fast/' and it happened that any person 
vunning past or going between any aucli shooter and the mark 
was killed or otlierwise hnit, provided the mark was in an open 
place usually shot at, avicli person could not be an'ested, im¬ 
prisoned, sued, or troubled or inoJestctl for it, nor suffer deatli, 
or lose any member, or ibrfoit any goods, kuds, chattels, &c*, 
for so doing; any Act or Proclamation made then or thereafter 
to the contrary notwitlistanding. 

The somewliat vag\ie manner in which the preamble of this 
Chartei' is worded, in speaking of Sir Christopher Morris and 
his associates, apparently, as if they were previously overseers 
of a Guild or Fraternity of St George; ulthough in the same 
document they aro theineelvea authorized to he^n and found a 
fraternity by that name, haa cause*l Maitland and all subsequent 
historians to fall into error by presuming the existence of an 
earlier Company of Archers of that name, who were said to have 
been founded at Mile-end by Henry VIII., but of whose exist¬ 
ence there is no proof whatever, neither can any trace be now 
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found of such u Society** It ’would indeed be dilficult to believe 
that two Societies or Guilds, having the game objects^ should be 
established under precisely the same title* That the Aitillety 
Company and the Fraternity or CJuild of St, George are one and 
tbo same body, can no longer he doubted; and it is pi'oved 
conclusively by a MS* of the time of Henry YIIL, in the Bod¬ 
leian Library, entitled ‘"An Admittance of a BroUict into the 
Guild of St, George, and his Duty;*' and in auotlier copy of the 
same, The Admiggion of a Brother into the Brotherhood of St, 
George," in wliich all the nameg of the persona mentioned in the 
above Charter appear, aiid all their privileges are recited there¬ 
from almost verbatim; the paper, which ig a form or certificate 
of Membership of the Society, being as followsf 

To all and singular the Kyngg hignea Oiiicers Ministi'eg and 
Subjects as well within this hig llcalme of Kiigliuid as algo big 
Dominiong of Irelande, Wales, Calico, and the Marchesse of the 
same unto whom theiae puts shall come to be rtaule lierde or 
seen, We S'^ Chrigtofer Mores Kuiglit MaisLer of Llie Kyngg 
Ordenuce, Anthony Kuevet, and Beter Meautieg, Gentlemen

the ffraternite or Guilde of Saintc fieorge, giuuuted Sc given 
Unto ua by o^ Moost gracious Sovraigne Lorde tlie Kiuga 
Majostie und^ hig greate Seall lieiug tiie same iucorpoiate for 
ever aende greeting in the Lord everlasting. Knowe ye that

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Many fctuuipluaiy edicts wei'c iu Ibriner tiiiicEi published by 
ptonlamatioUj leguktiiij' the material, colours^ and decorations 
of the garments to be worn by people in diffei'ent ranks of life'; 
amongst the trimmings, the fur of varioiLs animals made a very 
dUtinguisbing part, and were partienlarly appropriatefb* 

i'iNRRUliY AND Moobfirxds. —Thc earliest records relating 
to Finsbury and Moorhelda is in the reign of William the Con¬ 
queror, who gave to the Collegiate Church of SL Maitin-le 
Grand all the moor land without Oripplegate. 

From a very early period the neighbourliood of Finsbury and 
Moorfields wem thc principal places of resort for llie practice of 
Arclievy. In the latter place many changes wen; made before 
it was finally devoted to shooting, being at one time, eis its name 
denotes, a moor, and but little better than a swamp, in which 
all manner of refuse was deposited for many years* 

An Oi'dinanee w:ia issued on the 1-lh of January, J.412, lor 
the lemoval of the gardens in Mourfields.^* 

During the reign of Jlenry V., in the year 1415, we are told 
that iu consequence of the default of provision being made for 
thc proper nmnagenient of a certain watery and vacant piece 
of laud called "Tlie Moor,” and of a hitrine there, the cellars 
and dwelling-housca iu many slieets and lanes adjoining were 
overflowed, and much sickness arose from the imrrible corrupt 
and infected atmosphere proceeding from the latrine, 'J’lie 
Mayor and Aldernieii, together with im iuiineu&e congvegatiou 
of many reputable men of the City, assembled in Common 
CoMucil, at the Guildhall, on the 2nd of July, when it was 
stated that at divers times tJm moor had been changed into a 
garden, and at another time into a vacant piece of land, and so 
repeatedly altered and changed. It waa then decided that the 
moor should be allotted and divided into diflerent gardens* and 
let at a proper rent, and that the latrine should be removed! J

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MonUFiELDB,—On the 10th of October^ 1407, the Court of 
Aldemieu directed that the moor ground should he viewed, 
and a report made thereon,* Several writers state that in 
this year, Archery having acquired so high an estimation in the 
Metropolis, all the gardens and orchards on the north side of 
Uhiswcll Street, which had continued time out of mind, with¬ 
out Mooi^gate, were destroyed, and of them was raaile a lai^e 
field, containing eleven acres eleven perches, for archers and 
other military citiaiens, to shoot in.f Others corroborate this 
circumstance, and speak of them as the gardens and orchards 
about Chiswell Street and hinsLury^ Ou the ■28th of July^ 
1502, the Clminhcrlnin wa^^ ordered to ineparcs a lease of the moor 
ground to William Cure ; ami also of five acres lying Ijcyand 
it,§ A sulificqiienfc Order, datecl the 24th of January, 1512, 
directed llint the M<iorfields were to be levelled and a con¬ 
venient place provided for the dogliouse of the coTomon hunt, 
and the old one to be removed.|| Ou tlie 12Ui of February of 
the following year two Aldermen were appointed to ins^jcct the 
gi'ound and give onlers to keep it clean, and no dirt or rubbish 
was to put tliere any more.11 Tlie southern part of Hoor- 
lields, known as Windmill Hill, was first raised by t*pwards of a 
tliousaiid cartloads of hones fmm St. FauUs charuel-houae, which 
were removed tliere in 1549, and was afterwaids covered with 
dirt fi-oui the street and converted into a "laystall”; thi'ee wind¬ 
mills were afterwar<ls erected on the spot. Upper Moorfidds 
was so called from tl^e ground having been raised in a similar 
inannor.** 

FfNsnuRY,—The Manor of Finsbury was iii a much better 
state, and it was in "ffyuysbury folds that tlie famous annual 
competitions in shooting for prizes were generally held.

23nd of May, granted to the Mayor and Commonalty 

of London^ dl liis right and claim in Mora de Halywell and 
Pinshmy, at the yearly rent of twenty shillmgs * 

On the 29th of January, 1512, three of the Aldermen were 
appointed “ to speke w' the Cbaunceler of Powlys for ffynnes- 
hury folds ”"1* 

There was evidently some disagreement between tlie parties 
oven at this early period, as, on the 2nd of October, lood, the 
Court of Aldermen decided to defend the suit against the 
Prebendary of St, PauFs, Guy Wade, gentleman fanner, of the 
Manor of Pinsbury, paying one-tliird of the costs.J 

A lease was aftoTwartls giunted to the Mayor and Commonalty 
by Bdwai'd Moyle, Prebondary of Finsbury, dated the i4th of 
December, 1554, from Michaelmas following, for ninety years, 
at a rent of £39 Ids. 4d.; and, by indenture bearing date the 
16th of Pebi-uury, 1568, Jolin Sipcndlowe, ibon Prel'cndaiy of 
Haliwell and Finsbur>^ granted and let to fanu tlie same lor 
the term of seventy years, tom the expiration of the term 
made in the former lease. It was at the SJtnio time agreed that 
the said Prebendary, for and in consideiatiou of twenty fodder 
of lead, given by the said Mayor and Commonalty towards the 
repairs of St PauFs Cathedral, should grant them an additional 
term fif seventy years at the same rent.§ 

The first mention of archers nmsteriiig iu Finsbury Fields 
occurs in the reign of Henry VllL, on Llie and of April, 1520, 
when the Coutt of Aldermen ordered that the Bowmen slmuld 
muatex there on the following Tuesday afternoon. |[ On the 
12tli of October, 1549, the Chamberlain woe ordered to pay the 
trumpeter and two drumiuera five shillings for their reward 
touching their pains token at the muster of the haraessmen 
yesterday in Moorfielda—that is to say, to each of them twenty- 

pence." IT

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The fol loving year a meeting of a very different sort waa 
threatened. On the 25tk of September, 1550, the Lonl Mayor 
and Aldetmen wrote to inform the Privy Council^ that, upon 
the dieperaion of the garrisons beyond the seaa and other parte 
of the realin, a nninher of soldiers had come to the city, and 
that, unless speedy means were taken to remove them to the 
country, there would l)c a disturhanee, as they said they could 
and would not work, and if they could not obtain at the King’s 
hatids what they expected, in cM>nsiJoration of tlieir lorjg service 
to him and hig predecessors, they would form theiugelvug into 
companies, and meet together in gome place, and set upon the 
citijficns and their bousas, and take their share of booty and 
spoil that tliey could biy hands on, and tlieii depart from the 
city, and would not then care if ten thousand men come 
after them. Tliey also say that if something is not ordered 
according to their expectations, they will turn all England up¬ 
side down at their pleasure; and furilier state, that they liave 
appointed rjnsl>uiy Fields as tiieir place of muster. The Cor¬ 
poration, therefoi'e, beggo<i the Privy (Jouucil that speedy steps 
might he taken to pi^veiit it, wbicli was probably done, as no 
further jnention ia made of the affair. 

During the reigns of ITeiiiy VIlI. and Eliisabeth " feats of 
shooting,” or open competitions for arclieis, were held frcipiently, 
indeed, probably, annually, in Finsbury Fields, when piij&es 
were awarded to the best marksmen. They generally took 
place in the months of July, August, or September; and tiotice 
of the event was given by the Txird Mayor previously by pro¬ 
clamation. On the Ifith of September, 1572, the Courtr of 
Ahletmeu decided tltat the charges and costs of the game of 
shooting should he home by the Shcrifis, instead of the lord 
Mayor, as had been customary in olden tiinc3*+ 

The Hist of these meetings on record is that held on the 13th 
of September, 1521, Tlie following is the form of Proclamation^ 
generally issued by the Lord Mayor on such occasionsJ

No person was allowed to approach near enough to be in 
danger of any shotj or stand witliin twenty yards of any of the 
stakes appointed for marks. Ignorance of the rules was not 
accepted as an excuse, and a trumpet was blown before each 
shot as a warning. 

The above I'roclaination was made in the reign of Philip and 
Maiy, in li>57 j* and siniilai' ones were issued in the reign of 
KlizabeUi, in 15lJ4,+ iriB*!^J and on the lyth of August^ 

notice was al^o given of a meeting oii Wwlnesilay, the 
noth of August^ at two o’clock, the prize lor the heat game being 
a staudaiil of gedd, worth 4d. or the value in uunieyj| 

An interesting account of a muster of the City forces 
Wlore Henry VIII., on tlic 8Lh t>f May, ir>:3y, gives tlio follow¬ 
ing desa iptii)!! of tlie proceetlirjgs :—% 

T1 le king having been “ lately infoijnod by his trusty and 
faithful friends, tliati tiie cankered and venomoua serpent iVud, 
Pisliop of Jionie, by that archtraiLfU' Keynold Pole, cueiiiy to 
God’s word and his own natural ooiintry, had moved, excited and 
stirred divers great piinoes and pokuitatt^s of Ciuistendoui ” not 
only to invade tlie kingdom, but by fire and sword to destroy 
the w^hole nation. 

Whereupon the king personally witliont delay took steps to 
have the coast fortified, and the Navy prepared for sea, and

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issued commissioTis to have the people mustered, and all hameas 
and weapons viewed so that everything should be in readiness. 
Amongst others a Coramiaaion was sent to the Ix>rd Mayor and 
Aldermen to certify the number of men in the City between 
21 and 60, and the number of liarness and weapons. The Cor¬ 
poration were informed that the king's Highnesa "of his most 
gentle nature and loving affection that he bare liis City and 
Chamber of London " would take the pains to see them muster, 
and so they decided that only able persons wlio had white 
harness with wliite coats, bows and airows, halberils, bills, or 
poleaxes, and none others should api>eaT', except such as bare 
" moryse pykes or hand-goimes, and white coals, and caps 
witli feathers, and white hose cltianly shod. 

Then every man of substance provided himself with a coat 
of silk, and garnished their Imsscnetts with turbos of silk, 
Some hail tlieir harness and poleaxes gilt, and breastplates 
covei'cd with silver bullion; the meaner sort had coats of wdiite 
cotton, with the arms of the City before and bellind. The 
Wyffelers atul Minsti’cls wem all in white, and so wci’e the 
J 5 taiidard-beaier&, yrho were the tallest men iri every waitl, and 
carried thirty new standards, witli tlie arms of the City thereon. 
Every Alderman iiispecteil the men of hia ward to see that they 
all had aworda and daf^ers. 

Before six in tlie moi'ning, they nmstci'ed in the conn non 
Held between Mileiid and Whitecliapel, and all tlie goiines, 
pikes, arcliers and biUmen were collectctl into sejjaratii bodies 
and divided into three parts. It was a grand thing to l>e- 
hold, for all the fields from Whitechapel to Milend and 
from BetbnaU Green to Hatch If and Stepbney were covered 
with men in bright harness and glistening weapons. About 
eight o^clock they matched out of the fields, thirteen pieces of 
light ordnance, carried on carts, with powder and atone, leading 
the way. These were followed by the two other divisions or 
battles, each consisting of a third of the pikes, archers, and 
billmen, and marched through the City to Westminster, where 
the king and all the nobility stood and behold them as they 
passed through the Great Sanctuary at Westminster, round 
St Jameses Park into a great field, so that the kiug, standing in 
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his gfitehoiTse at Westminster could see them tdl. And the 
great goniiea and hand'gennes wlien discharged sliook very ter¬ 
ribly. They returned LJi rough Holboni mid Chcapaide* where 
they did not arrive until about five o'clock. 

The Fields for Arc hery*— The citizens of London appear 
always to have been well disposetl towards the practice of 
Archery, in which they received every eneotiTagemcnty more 
especially during the reigns of Henry VlII. and Kliaabeth. 
The fields wliich they were in the habit of using extended to 
Islington, Hoxton and Shorc<litcbj and they were nceustom&l to 
fix butts and targets there to shoot at. 15ut as the inhabitants 
of those villages iucreased in number, they enclosed Llieir grounds, 
wliLcli Imd been common fields, and thereby pro vented the 
piactico of Arehyry. This pi-otluced a serious contest, aniouut- 
ing (according to Grafton'a Chronic lea j to an insunection, in tlie 
year lol4, in which the oitizeiia praeLising Aixjhery, tenacious of 
what they liad long enjoyed as a right, aaseitilded and destroyed 
all tlie fences.* 

Aa Loudon incixjaaed and hind became more valuable, great 
dilliculty was experienced in Itcepiug such large tracts of laud 
open for the purpose of shooting, and it is not surprising t);at 
the ownera did idl in their power to make the beat use of tlieir 
property, and threw every obstacle in the way of the Aroliers 
by removing their butta, and trying by incaiia of hedges and 
ditches to drive them elsewliere. For many yearn they were 
unsuccessful. Archery being considered of sucli importunce as a 
means of defence, that for the benefit of the nation at large it 
was always encouraged, and private interests had to suffer. 

In 1561, Elizabeth found it necessary to issue Letters I'atent, 
dated the 26th of November, in which, after reciting tlic laudable 
Statutes and Proclamations formerly made for tlie maiutenauce 
of Archery and Artillery, whereby the defence and safety of the 
realm had been greatly strengthoned against foreign powers; 
and that as shooting could not then be so well carried out in 
consequence of petaous having land about the City attempting

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to encloae it for their own advantage, without rospeot to others, 
arid had tliereby prevented the profitable exercise of shooting in 
sTioli fields and closes as time out of mind had been used for 
tliftt purpose, but litid made banka, hedges and ditches, and 
removed tlie old marks, to hinder and discoiirago the exoj-ciso. 
The Queen being also iiifoi'med that there would probably grow 
a great strait and want of looui alxjiit the City, causing Avelicry 
to fall into disuse, and that other kinds of unlawful games to 
will eh itmiiy were inclined, ** but which shall not in any wises be 
suffered” 

Her Majesty thei’cfore appointed Commissioners to survey all 
such ground within two miles^ radius of any of Lhe City auti 
suburbs which hail formerly been used for shooting, am! h:ivc it 
restored to the same couditiou it was in at the l^oginiiiug of Ilia 
reign of Henry VIll., at the cost of the owners, and within .suoli 
time as they should think prOTier. All wlu^ vc.sisLid Llieir 
authority were U* he iine<l or iinprisoiuKl until thny oonfovji'cd 
to their oixlers.* 

In Aprih lliCu, the citisicns petitioned tlie King to gmnt. 
a Coinniiasion, as formerly hud been done, to prevent llm inavk!^ 
being destroyed, as tiie famers nut only diilthiH, but also set 
dogs at them and were v^jry insolent Their ret pies t ^vas giaided; 
and a Commission ordered to be prepared, hut there is no 
of one to be found in the Patent Kolls.+ 

The AutILLEUV Gakuks* —A piece of ground was set asi^lc ivt 
art early period for the use of shooting, which afterwards became 
famous as the Artillery Garden* It was orighially a llcnmu 
Station and used by them as a held of Mars, for tmining the

It was a spacious 
enclosure, ealled Tasseirs Close,+ fi-oiu the Utssel whicli was

A Wiit was issued by Edwai'il II., dated ^iUth of May, 132G, 
Imni Saltwood, near Hythe, in Kent, to tiie Mayor and Sheriffs 
of London, IbrbLddin;^ the expoitationa of teaisel^ and fullers' 
earth—desire tlmt none of tlie thistles that in Knglisli are 
called taseles, and no fullers' eartli shall be oiTricd out of the 
kini'dojTL" I The ground was aftui wards let to the Crcssbow 
Makers, where they used to shoot at the game of popinjay. 

Ths FRATBftNiTY OF AltTlLLRKY. —In 1037, Williairt Major, 
tlie last J^rior of the Convent of St. Maiy Spittle, gave n lease 
of this ground for thrice ninety-nijie yciirs for the use and 
practice of groat and small artillery.§ 

The Charter granted by Henry VIII, to the Fraternity of 
Artillery, or Gutmei'S of the To’wer, appointed this Held to be 
their place of exercise, the lease being held by Sir William 
Pelham, Lieutenant of the Orduauce. This Charter was after¬ 
wards delivered to Ijord Eurghley, Lord Treasurer to Klizaljcth, 
and appears to have been ioat 

This “ Fraternity of Artillery in Great and Small Ordnance” 
must not be confounded with the “Fraturnity or Guild of St. 
Geoi^e,” as the Artillery Company was then called, although 
they were at first so closely associated; both being incoiporaled 
in the same year, and using the same ground in common for 
their exercise.

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Willmm Thomas^ the Maeter-GunueT of England, waa veiy 
active iu trying to inaintain the powers and leputation of tJiese 
" Gunners of the Tower/' by which name they were then 
generally known. All the men who came there to leam were 
solemnly 3worn itot to teach any foreigner or olieii this art, nor 
to serve any foreign prince, without the leave or commandment 
of tlie King of England, their sovereign lord.* 

In 1681, in a petition to the Queen, he states that the Gun¬ 
ners of the Tower of London, and the Navy, which they supplied, 
were almost the only gunners in the kingdom skilful in the 
science and knowledge t>f ahooting with great onlnance. The 
Navy required eight hundred gunners to complete it for service, 
hut fourscore able men could not be found to supply tbuir 
place; n.iul when one of the Queen’s sliijis of 400 tons was re¬ 
quired for service, tlurty-six gutmeis were wanted, ainmigst 
whom six able men could not lie found, os they were all pi^ssscd 
men and altogether unskilful. To reform this state of tliuiga 
he suggested that the Master-Gunner of tlic Kingdom, with four 
of the most experienced guniiei^ in tlie Tower, should have 
powers to send deputies to the principal seaport towns, vik., 
Falmouth, Plymouth, Daxtmontl), Lyme, Bristol, Chichester, 
Poole, Porta month, Berwick, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Hull, 
Boston, and Yarmouth ; and that they sliould be empowei'ed to 
test the skill of persons, and take charge as master-g^mner of 
any ship. A liegiater ought also to be kept of all (iualified 
persons, and licejices granted to them to continue in their posts, 
so that no one could serve on any ship as master-gnmier 
Without a certificate. He also proposed tliat for the future 
every ship of GO tons and upwards should carry two gunners, 
lOO tons four gunners^ and one gunner for every additional 
60 tone* 

At Michaelinas every year aU the gunners were to be re¬ 
quited to appear at the Tower, and give in their names, and

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afterwards assemble in tlicj Artillery Garden upon an ap¬ 
pointed day, and in the presence of the Maatcr-Guiuier prove 
tlieir Icnowledge and cnimin^ in the use of great and small 
ordnance^* 

1582.—Tlie follow!ii'^ year, the Master-Gunner, William 
Thomas^ drew up a number of aiticlea similar to the proposition 
id> 0 ’\'c quoted, slmwing tlie want of ti^ftintid iirtillcry men, and the 
necessity for the incorporation <ir ;i Company of Gunners; this 
ho followed tip with si gtimtnary of wliat the projjosed cliarter 
shoidil couteiii and cmifci, which ^^'as Eilinost identical with the 
one granted tlic Aitillery < lonqiany, and evideully copied 
fi'om it; hut he docs not seem to liave iieeii sttccesssfiil in his 
endeavours, tnid, sd'tei' having long sought for an opportunity 
to a}ipcal tt> ilui Ih ivy Coumdl iu poiv^on ^ritiioiit success, he 
pn^seiitod his leaHoiis in writing, praying that Chailcr 
granted to the riateniity of Artillery by ITeiiry TllL niiglit 
be couthII)cd, with eci'Uiiii ut;edfiil additions.f 

C.VITAINS OF THF. AimiAKRY Gapokn^ —During the long reign 
of Kli;jalx3th, the City living lieon grossly troubled, and chained 
with coiitluual musters and training of soltliers, many gallant, 
active, and forward citizens, who had had e>;perictice, both at 
lioinc and abrojid, voluntarily enrolled theiniicives in the L'oni- 
]mny in 1585, niid trained up otliers for the wars, so that within 
the sjjacc of two years there were uhout tlinie hnudred mer^ 
cljaute, and othem of like quality, very .suilicient and skilful, 
to tmiii and teach commoji sohiieis the inanagemeut of thoir 
pieces, pikes, and ludherds; to march, conn ten narcli, and ring; 
who, for their own perfecting in military affairs and dis¬ 
cipline, met, every Thm^day in Llie year, ]ii^ictisiiig all usual 
points of war, and every man, by turns, I Hire ollice, from the

1585-38.—Very imporUnit services weie rendered to Queen 
Elizabetli hy the Company at this ciitical period ; wlieii the 
Storm which had galllered in Ifipain, and tliicatcned the entire 
deatniction of the govciunmnt and eojialitutioii of England, 
called forth all tlie active energies of tlie penpk. Divera citizens 
of London, who ivere membei's of this Uoujpany in 1585, were 
chosen from it, ami, to their great honour, were apijoinLetl, hy 
order of the Queen in Council, to the iiink of ofheers in aevei al 
parts of the kingthmi; and it was hy tlieir care and iJidefati- 
gahle ap]dication tluat the Tmined Ihimti iu most parts of tlie 
country were put into a good state of defence,*f' 

The City FuiiCER.—The City of I.rOiulon, at tlie sauje tinui, 
not loss mindful of the common safety (the more ollbcLuidly to 
prevent any sudden and traitoi’oua attempts of the enemies to 
tlie Govemineiit in favour of the Spaniards), framed some regu¬ 
lations, iu 158fi, for I’cgisteriiig all citizens fifipahle of scrvice, 
and dividijig them into companies, divisions, and sections, and 
appointed places of rendezvous. They also establislicd day ami 
night watches, ami took other precuntions, which were suhtniited 
to the liOTtl Mayor, S^heriffs, Aldernieii, and such other gnwe 
(>cr9ons ill tlie City as theycliosc to assist tiiem. Jildimind York, 
a gentleman, wlm luul ac^lulred great knowledge of tactics hy 
service in the Low Countriea, formed, at the desire of tlie Privy 
Council, ft more enlarged and inetlmdical mTangeiuent for mar- 
si lalling and oidodng the military forces of the City, wliidi hears 
date March, 1588,J

should attempt hi lam! their forces in those coiiutics; and that 
the ibices to be raised sin mid he put into Ixindst to he led by 
sonin of tlic principal gentlemen of tbe City. With every 
til on sand foot one liimdred pioneei^ weie to be funiisbed, with 
inti'cnching tools; also a good supply of powder, lead, matches, 
provisions, and carU, witli small nags to cany their arms, &c..

pctroiiels. These wero to be furnished ^dth all diligence, 
as her Majesty had been ciedibly inlbnned tliat the JCIng of 
Spain, Tonved with the shame aiul disgiucc done to hi in in hia 
own kingdom by Her Majesty’s Army iji the cnterprisu at 
Calais, had rcstdved to take some speedy revenge, ami had maile 
gi-eat proiiamtioii of shipping ami forces at fJsbnii and other

1604.-—On the 6th of December, 1604, tlie J^onl Mayor wrote 
to the Lord High Treasurer, and Lord Chauccllor, enclosing a 
petition from the Howyera and Fletchers, "and other poor 
companies Ibelonglng to Archery/* complaining of the great 
disorders and abuses wliiclj, by rcasern of cetlaiii Jitters Patent 
formerly granted under a pretence of mamtaiiung tlie exercise 
of shooting, there wei'c daily unlawful games in common howl¬ 
ing alloys. They were informed that the l^atent was about 
to be renewed to Mr* Curnwallis, "a Tromeporfcorof Hig 
Majesty's household, who bad exhibited a petition in the names 
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of tilc [loor coTupjiTiiea,ill favour of tlie I'euowul, entirely ivitliout 
tlicir consent. These games wci'e daily resorted to, especially 
by the younger sort and apprentices, the result being beggary 
and min to many citizens who nsed and freq^uented such places. 
They therefore linmbly de^sired their Lordships with their itsual 
consideration Ebr the welLbeing of the City to prevent tlie said 
fjcttcrs being pa<ise<l inidet tJie fTieat Seal until llis Highness 
Iiad hceii informed of tlie iticnnvenieiice and abiisea thereof,* 

liiOo.—Dot they were nusncccssfnl in tlieir endeavours, for, 
on the 1st of February, the King giunted a Patent, Confirming 
those gnuited liy Kliaiabeth for piesewing Uie ficUh^ about Lon* 
don for aivilicry, and in precisely similar terms.-f- 

l(nO,~E:^tow ineiititnis that in this year Plvilip Hudson, a 
Lieutenant in the Oouipany, Tiiomus Tiavorock, Jlohcrt Kiiglies, 
Samuel AHhois, Pohort tlreenliurst, and divcis other meinl>er3, 
Uu)k active measures to revive the practice of the military 
exerci.'^es and discipline wliich liad apparently been much 
neglected for some years pai^t.J:

order to encourage the practice of the art they erected a liand- 
some armoury, and furnished it with several sorts of arms of

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TliG^ L^rivy Council granted their Te^jiiest on the 3rd of July, 
aud issued au Order of that date stating that a petitioji having 
been presented to them by divers citijiens of London, declaring 
that the example of other fiouriahing cities and states in foreign 
parts, together vitli certain worthy citizens who had liitherto 
exercised arms, had moved the petitioners with like Kcal and aiTec- 
tion to do Hia Majesty and their country service by applying 
themselves to some laudable exercise to improve their knowledge 
and experience in the use of arms. And in order to avoid iuoiir- 
Ting any danger of infringing the laws for the restraint of armed 
assemblies, tliey applied to the Council for permission to exercise 
arms and be instructed in military discipline in the Aitillery 
Ganlen, or any other conveTilent place in or near tlie city, uudor 
such commanders and officers as they should chose.

On the 8th of December the Captain and President of 
the Society practising arms in the Artillery Gaideu, near 
London, applied to the Acnaourera to grant them the use 
of their Hall, kitclicn, and other offices, for tlieir feasts and 
other general assemblies, and also for holding their Courts at 
such times as they required.

themselves witli all nianiier of piovisions, such as brass, pewter, 
spits, linen, plate, and all other necessaries, and to make ample 
satisfaction for all manner of «oot(s, implements and necessaries, 
and household stuff belonging to the Armouirers, which should 
be spoiled or defaced at any time by them or their servauts^ 

The Masters, Wardens and Assistants, after duly considering 
their offer, ami being desirous to eoinply with their rerpiest as 
far as ptissible, gniuled their appllcixtion for tlie yeaiiy iiiut 
of £li Gs. 8d., to be paid guaiterly vi;!. 40s. for the use of 
the Fraternity of ATiuourei's, and 2Gs. 8d. to the Beadle, for 
his attumlaneo and pains at every Tiieetiifg of the Goveruora

Business within the City* repoiled to the Court that they 
had eleuted and clioaen Kiclmid MoitIsj Capttdii, and Petev 
Hudson to be Lieutenant, of the Society practising Arms

The Court directed the Chamherlftin, on the (ith of July* to 
pay fort] iwith to Captain Edward Pantou the sum of £40, and 
to Hi chard Morris, and Philip Hudson, Lieutenant, the sum of 
twenty^inaiks apiece, as the free gift of the Court, for their care 
and pains taken with the Society pi*actiaing Arms in the Artillery 
Carden, and for the better supporting and encouraging of tlie 
said Society.')"

ldl4.—The Society of Arms in the Artillery Garden, near 
London, presented a petition, on the lOtli of February, (lesiriiig, Ibr 
some leasons therein esprcssetl, to have some convenient place 
assigned to them witliin the City, to exercise in, and likewise 
some safe place appointed for the custody of their armour and 
munitions. Whereupon a comuiittee of tlic Aldermen was sp- 
poirited to meet forthwith and take into consideration the said 
petition, and confer witli the committee for letting the lauds 
and tenements l>elonging to Gresham College, for a fit place to 
keep tlieir armour and nmnitioua iu, and to certify to the Court 
in writing of their having done ao.j: 

The Committee presented their repojrtf dated Monday, the 11th 
of May, to the Court of Aldermen on the following day, stating 
that the Society pmctisiug Arms in the Artillery Garden had 
applied for a couvenient place for exercise, &e., and, after mature 
consideration, they canie to the conclusion that, for the con- 
ti nuance of so coniineudahle an exercise, so worthily undertaken 
for the honour of tliis City by the gentleinen of the said Society, 
they thought that the uppermost held near Einsbury was the 
most convenient place for the exercise of arms that the City 
afforded, in which place (if it appeared unto the Court that the 
said exercise might be continued without hurt or danger of

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I^asseiigei's) they earnestly desiml that hia Lordship and the 
Conrt would h& pleased to grant then: the use of the said Held 
for the practice of arms during the good Uhing of his lordship 
aud the honourable Court. 

The report, being openly rctul, " was well liked and allowed 
of/^ and ordered to be Iei all tilings observed accordingly.* 

Upon’the humble petition of Captain Richard Morris aud 
Idiilip Hudson. Lieutcniiiit, the Court of Aldennen, on the 24th 
of September, ordei-ed the Chamherkiu to pay them £2(j 3 3s. 4d. 
eacJi, as a gift from the Court in regard of their pains taken in 
the instnicting aud training the youtli of the City in military 
discipline, and for their better encouragement to continue the 
same; the allowance to-be paid to them yearly during the pleasure 
ol' the Court.'f 

On the 16th of November tlie Coinpr^ny presented a petition to 
tlie Court of Aldermen, reciting that, on the 3id cf Jiily^ 1012, 
it hatl "plGase^l the Ijords of His MajestyMost Hoiioiable Privy 
C'iouncil, ill their Ijonorable aud worthy disfjositioji txjw^ards tlieir 
exercise, and for the reviving of the practice of arms, to license 
and authorise the petitioners, for their better experience in the 
use of arms, to train in any place in or near the City, so as 
their miniber should not exceed 200. This nurober was now 
complete, and although divers of tlie better soil of eitizena of 
the beat mcana and quality w'CTe desirous to bo admitted into 
the Company, for their better instructing in niilitaty discipline, 
they could not safely receive lliein into thoir Company with¬ 
out danger of incurring a contempt of their Loidsbix^s* Older, 
They therefore humbly prayed the Court would be pleased, for 
the advancement of this worthy exercise, to recommend llieh 
humble petition unto the CcuncO, that their Company might 
be augmented to such a competent number as their Lordships 
should think convenient; and that none should be admitted 
but such as were known to be of good means, aud soundly 
und religiously ailected to tlie King and State, and approved 
of hy the Court of Aldetineu. AVhereupon the Court, much

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commending the practice of arms, and conceiving their suit 
to be very reasonable and honest, ordered that the City Remem¬ 
brancer should forthwith send a letter to the Ptivy Council as

On the 11th of December the Recorder applied to tlie 
Privy Council, stating that many other citizens of the best sort 
and quality, having seen by experieuco, during the last two 
years, the great good and benefit wliich ensued from the training 
and exercise of tlie said Company, desired to be admitted into it; 
but the Company, being full, were unable to receive them. He 
therefore, in the name of the whole City, humbly reipiasted 
that the number might be increased to 500, which the Cormcil 
sanctioned, provided that none should be adviiittcd but sucli as 
were Icnowu to Ixj of good means and well aflectcd in religion, 
and to His Majesty, and were approved of by the Court of 
Aldermen, who were to establish such rules for the good govern* 
inent of the Company as should be thonglit meet+ 

The Company was now grown great and in good estimation; 
and not only Prince Charles, but also may country gentletium 
of all .shires resorted to the Artillery Cianlerj, and diligently 
observed their exercises, which they saw were excellent; and 
returning home to tlieir own countries, practised end used the 
same with their trained bauds^ 

—In the the Court of Aldennen ou the of January* 
it was ordered that, as Capt» ranton was formerly gi*anted £40, 
and Lieut. Morris and Lieut Iliulson twenty marks each 
yearly* as a gift from the Court, that Capt Panton should be 
paid £60 at once, being his allowance for a year and a lialf; 
and the lieutenants tlie arrears remaining unpaid up to 
Clmistmas la3t> and from thencefoitb the payment was to 
cease. 

On the 26th of January Capt. Paiitou was ordei^ed to bring to

On 
the fitli of July, Cajit, Pauton, aud tlLvyrs of Llie Society, Imnibly 
prtiyed that tJiey might he admitted to exercise eis tbriiierl}", and 
upon their jiromising to behave in an oi'derly manner to the

ItiUJ.—Ou the first of January a grant was made to Sir 
liichard Morris 0 U| of the Lie ate nancy of the Ordnance, and 
keeping of the Store -1 lOUSCS near Aldgate, and Ihe Artillery 
Ganlen, for life-f 

On the iMt day in February tlie KcmcmbTancer wrote Ui the 
Privy Council, reconunendiug for their favourable consideration 
the Petition presented by the Society of the Artilleiy Garden, to 
be permitted to continue their exorcises there. { 

On the I 7 tli of Mai'chi the J,iOixl Mayor and Aldermen recoin- 
mended a complaint, presented by tlie Society of Anus, priw^ 
tiaing in the Teozcll Gioiiiith tlicii. called the Artillery Garden, 
showing that, according to ancient custom, and by a lease (for

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many years to come} gitmteil by ilje Prior aud Convent of St. 
Maiy' 0 , Spittalj to the Fraternity or Guild of Artilleiy, using 
hand-guns, loiig-hows^ and cross-bows, and other martial weapons, 
and eonfirmed since by his M^yesty unto William Hammondj 
Ins MajestyMaster-Gunner, of England, for the sole use 
above mentioned and no otlien The Company had, for the space 
of almost live years, by licence and order from the TJoard, tmined 
there witlmnt contradiction of any* But William Hammond 
pretended that the sole right in the projierty and estate belonged 
to him, and would not admit their claim to exercise there; for¬ 
bidding their servants and annourers U> clean aiid repair their 
arms there conti'^iry to the ineaiiiug of tlie lease. The tnttli of 
tliese allegations a]>]>eaTed by allidavit made before the liaious 
of the Court of Exchequer* to wlinse order the lessee is, by the 
covenant in the lease from his Majesty, to submit himself upon 
any controversy concemiug the premises* 

I’he Parons, for the reasons above given, re<iuired him not to 
disturb the Society or any of tlieir servants, armourers, or gun- 
mahei’S, in the exereise of their aiing in the said place, bill by 
all in Lis power to aid nnd assist them, until, by a Bill to be 
exhibited on his behalf in the Gout t of Excbecpier, other orders 
should be given in the cause. 

Tlie said Hammond was then called I before the Boaid, and 
charged by the petitioner (also present) that, notwithstanding 
the said order and directions, he oontilined olistiuate and 
would not permit them to exercise in tlie ground; to which 
he replied by insisting on the validity of the lease, and did 
not hold himself tied to give them any auch liberty as was 
claimed without some rent or other considemtioii Vieing given 
him by tlie Society* Their Lordships, considering this answer 
frivolous and insufficient to excuse him for not obeying the 
order or warrant of the Barona, commanded him, upon his 
duty and allcgiaucei, to submit thereto, and to fulfil it 
ill all points. And in the nieantime, until the matter was 
judicially heard and determined os prescribed in tlie warrant, 
that he was not to presume to demand anything by way of tine, 
rent, or otlier consideration from the Society for the use of tbr 
giound by them or their servants; and any of their arms wliicli 
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he bail detained were to be iimmediately given up, aa be would 
have to answer to the contrary.* 

A disagreement arose Ix^tweeii Captain Pan ton, Ca]ilaiu lling- 
liain, and tljc menibers of tlie Company, in tliis year, wliieli 
continued for a long period /1 In ring which time frequent applica- 
ti:>ris were made to the l*rivy Ctmneil on the subject Early iti 
the year, pmhably in Eebrnaiy, Captain Panton petitioned the 
Privy Council, setting fortli tliat, lUuing tlie Isist five years, at 
tlie earnest reqm^st of divers citi/.eiif! t>l' London, ho nudeitook 
the leading and exei'cisiug of tlio Society of Ariimj pi-actising 
ill the Artillery Cmden, wlucli, to Ins great clnu^e and excessive 
labour, he reduced to tlnit form and state as it then stood, 
having litsL procured thqir l/ndships’ leave to enrol pei’sons not 
e.xceediug tlm iiumljcr of 250, Tlie then Lord Mayor and tlie 
t’ovporatimi gave great eiiu^ninigemeut thei’eunto, aiid, in testi¬ 
mony of their giulel'ul acceptance of hw services th'^reLn, luado 
luiii a fieeinau of [/mdoii, and withal ordained a yearly pension 
of £40 to he paid him out of the Chamber of London, promising, 
nixm further atdnohatitm of his care and endeavour themiii, 
to enlarge their Uherulity Us wards him. lint since their last 
imisters the Court of Aldermen, liudiug the great honour and 
safety iTcclounding thereby to the City, themselves becamo suitors 
to the Lhivy Couneil tor the iiLCiease of tliat number, and it had 
pleaseil their lioiioura, upon Mr. llecorderis motion, to autliorise 
the number of GOO of the better sort of citiaens to be trained 
by the petitioner, in or near" the City of London. Alter so many 
years' acceptable and beneficial service to the City at his gixiat 
expenses, the Court of Aldermen refused to pay liim any longer 
£40, or any other satisfaction, for his time and the expenditure 
of bis means. And as by tlioir Loitlshijis' letter, datetl the 30tli 
of Kov ember, to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, concerning the 
muabering and training of ilio 6,000 citizens, a*lviaing them to 
use the assistance of some man of experience in furnisliing the 
companies with fit arms, aceording, to the modem use of (ither 
nations, in their tmining and discipline, as should be most liene* 
fieial for tlic jii'af^tice of their anus, and advancement of that

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service. He therefore prayed their ^Lordships, in regard for hi a 
past scrvicesj to nominate and recommend him for the place, 
nnd to direct the fnioril Mayor and Aldermen to appoint him, with 
sneh fees as the Privy Coivneil should tliiuh proper for an officer 
of that quality/ 

On the 4th of April the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, wrote 
to the Privy Council, in reply to Captain Panton's peti¬ 
tion, which had been sent to them for consideration. Firsts 
tliey said* it seonied that the petitioner complained of them, 
pretendi tig that he hat! hereto fore a yearly pension of j£40, 
granted niito iiini out of the Gliamber td the City, wfiich 
w^as then denied him. Secondly, lie had maxle a request to their 
Lordships to be recom in ended to tlieiu to be the City's Ollicer 
to oversee the arms ^ and, for his merit, he alleged Ida labour 
a!id ]iainstahing in training tlio citizens that praetisod arms in 
the Artillery Gardem Their T^ordsldps might vouchsafe to be 
infoiToed, that such as came to be tiiiiiied in tliat pbee were 
hut an voluntary scholars to Captain Panton, and followed the 
practice c-f aims only for thoir pleasure* llowbeit, every par¬ 
ticular man of his company (as they are informed) respecteth hig 
pains, more or less, with some consideration, which, by the in¬ 
crease to 500, bad become double as much to him. For their 
parts, they hod also been benevolent unto him out of the (Jity'g 
purse; hut they never (as he pretended) granted him any 
yearly pension, neither liad they reason to cliaigc the City, 
either with any pension to a eapUin, or with the employment 
of any officer to oversee the City arms* For, as in tiuiea 
past, upon all necessary occasions 'of levies of soldiem, their 
predecessors had always carefully performed the will and 
pleasure of their Sovereigns and the direetious of the honorable 
Board, without the help of auy such ofiiceT, "With their Lord- 
ships’ approbation, they had quartered the City, end had ap¬ 
pointed colonels over the several City captains, who would 
take the whole care upon themselves, and see that their com¬ 
panies of the City were furnished with serviceable and proper 
arras. They hoped their Lordships would see that there was much

to, but on u moto important flubjcct^ vik.^ the right of the 
Company to the Artillery Garden, winch for a long time was 
ft cause of contention. On the l^id of May, the Ixnd Mayor 
and Aldermen wi-ote to the Coinicil, enclosing a petition from 
the Society of Citkeiia Tmctiaiiig Arms and Military Discipline, 
complaining that William Hainnimid, His Majesty’s Maater- 
(riiTiner of England, liad lately i^straiuod tlioiii from using the 
Artillery Garden, and would not suffer them to exercise there 
any longer, or allow theif sorvauts and armourors to repair their 
armour, or mend and clcau tljeir arms, without paying him a 
groat innt for the use of the ground, which liiul never been de- 
juaiuled before. It was only lately Uiat Hammond had obtained 
a gmnt from Hia Majesty of the ground, which was intended 
by the Master-Gunner to be for the use of the Society, and he 
had influenced them on that plea to join with him in writing; 
but wlicii he had obtained the grant he pretended that the whole 
pioperty and riglit In the ground beloiiged to him. 

The Company liad tlici'efbro complained to tlie liarons of the 
Court of Exohetiuer, who, upon sight of the grant (whereby it 
appeaixid that upon any controversy happening concerning the 
premises he was to submit himself to the order of the said 
liarona), and also of a Ceitificate from Sir Francis Bacon, Knight, 
Attorney-Genmal (whereby it was conceived that Hunimond's 
grant was intended for the use of the said Society, and not for 
hta own benefit); the Barons, by Warrant under their hands, did 
command and require the said Hammond to forbear interrupting 
the petitioners in the use of the place until he exhibited a Bill 
in the Ooui’t of Exchequer, or other order should be taken in 
the cause. 

Notwitlistanding this Warranty Hammond continued obsti¬ 
nate, and would not permit the petitioners to continue their 
exercises in the ground. As the petitioners were citiicens of 
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good worth, and out of zeal and affection, to enable tlicmselvea 
to do His Majesty and their country service^ applied them¬ 
selves to the exercise of anna, tlicy {tiio (^Jor^xjmtion) thought fit 
to recommeud their i^Ution to the Couucirs eonaideratiun. By 
an Order of that Board, dated the 3rd of July, 1612,* * * § the 
and tlieir exercise of anns was a]iproved of in any place 
in or jiear the Chty; and iis they knew of no place so lit for 
that purpose as the Aitilleiy Gaideu (to pm vent whicli would 
be likely to fiTistTate so eominendable an exojciso), tlioy humbly 
prayed the Couneil lo issue an onler for the petitioiiom to be 
freely perinittwl to use Ujc ground, aecoitliug to the Wanuut of 
the said Baions, until the <lifleieiices between them were lieaid 
and determined in the (Jouit of 

161B,—(Japtain Panton haviug beeiL aasjiended by tlie Court 
of Aldctnieii, they, at the rcipiest of divers members uf tlie 
Socitily, who weio present at a Court on the loth of iJecciiiber, 
puldicly declared tbelv dislike of his bcleiviour, Jis, since his 
suspension, ho had neglected his duties; he was tlicreforc dis¬ 
charged fruiii his place in the Artillery Gaideu iu the exeicisc 
and training uf tliat Society in Jiariiess.;^ 

On the 31st of December the Society of the ArtilJeiy tliu'dim 
presentod three ohicers (Captain BinglKim being one) to tlie 
Coui-t to put iu election in place of Cuptain l*antoji; and, 
after mceiviiig good testimony fiom divers persons toiieliing his 
breeding and clliciency, lie waa duly elected to be the lender iu 
the ArtUloiy Gardeu during tlie Court's pleasure 

1(519,—These proceedings led to further appeals to tlie Privy 
Council; and, early ui Januaiy, Captain rantou again petitioned 
the Council to uphold him, as he had ior the past seven year^j 
by their authority, trained the Society ol' Anna in the Artii- 
leiy Garden, to hia groat charge, loss of time, and excessive 
labour; by w'hich he Lad euabled di vena of the said Company 
to become oiheers and leaders to disoiplme the Trained Bands of

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the City, not only to tlie great honour and safety of tlie aatue, 
but alao to the saving of tlie Oity^a purse, who otherwise must 
of necessity have been at the chai'ge for the eiitertninmeut of 
officers to have taught their TraineJ Jhmds tlie use of thoir aims. 
Aithough lie had acrveti so many years as Captain of the Com¬ 
pany, uikI with tliuif nisproval and autlionty, tho Ccjiu t of Alder¬ 
men liatl lately suspended liim (vam tlie wceoutiou of his plane, 
to his great digrrcdit; Imt upoji what grounds he knew not. 
lly tliia the Company wi;s likely to lie dissolved, tlie greater 
nundier theieof liaviiig already iidused to carry iiriiia, and ceased 
their praclieoH lie theiielbre prayed that, in cumudomtion of 
his caro and industry, which he luul always used for the uphold¬ 
ing of the Company and that worthy that they would 

01‘tlei idiii to be roinatAted until Uie Court of Aldermen bsid 
sliowii guod cause to tlie contiaiy, or against his life or be¬ 
haviour.'* 

Tiie Pnvy Council immediately complied with his request, 
and at a meeting of the Council, on the n^th of January, they 
issued an order tliat, ivi Cupt. Pantou had for several ye[iTS past 
by their authority exercised and trained tl)e Society of Anns in 
tlie Artilloiy Giirdeii, iu whicli cliaigo lie had iiitlierto not only 
demcaiK^d liimself without blame, but that they liatl good testi- 
mojiy of his pains, and commendable oiideavoura in thcpcrfomi- 
ance of liis duties; and beiug infonued that the Aldermen iiad 
suspended Jiini, without informing hini on wliat grounds—he 
having been phiced there by authority of the Council, it theie- 
forc appertained uuto them to displace liim if there was sufficient 
cause, with which their Ijjrdsliips ought first to liave been made 
aequainteth They therel'oi^ ordered the petitioner to be sent 
immediately to the liOrd Mayor and Court of Aldermen for an 
explanation, and Ibr the leoeona of their proceedings,-of wliich 
the Council would judge, and decide whether to continue or 
remove him. In the meantinio Capt. Pantou waa to retain his 
place 03 before without prejudice or hindrance in the execution 
uf hie office until tlieir answer was returned.^f*

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Oh tljQ Tfltli of Jaoujity it stated, at a Court of Aldor- 
men tbatj althoiigii Cinit. Pun ton liad been diamisecd as leader, 
he had summoned mcinbciH to train that afternoon under him 
in tlie Artillery Garden. It was therefore decided that no more 
training should he liold either by Gapt* l^uiton or Capt» Pdng- 
henij until further ordci’s. A Committee was at the same lime 
fui'nied, with tlie Recftnxlcv, to inform the l^rivy Council of the 
rejwons ajid gi-cmnds npon wliieh Gfipt* Panton was disphmed.* 
On Sunday, the fjlst of January, the Court of Aldermen 
rctimied their answer to the Ihiyy Council mganUng Onpt. 
pan toil's com]ilaint, clmrgiug liini with neglect of duty, mis¬ 
demeanours, and abuses of the Company. The Council desired 
further impart ml evidence against him, and reproved the Alder¬ 
men for electing a new oHicer without first acquainting tlieiu* 
They then iTciericd the ipiCisliou to the Lonl Chief Justice, Sir 
H. V 'eiOj and Sir l^dw'^ard Conway to report on, “ for the lienor 
of the Board and the reasouiible satisfaction of tlie Com puny," 
which their Lordships were inclined to cuceurage in so laudalilo 
an exercise by all good mcaiis that might be*'f 

Tlie report of tlie liOtd Chief Justice (which is dated tlie 2let 
of February, and signed by H. Montague, Edward Conway, and 
IL Vere) states that they luid before them Capfc. Paiiton, and 
diveni citi/ajns of good sort, aud entered upon the examination 
prescribed by their LoixbiUipa j but soon found by the tlivided 
allection of tbc men of the Company what a distraction it would 
make—some charging him, and othem defending him ; and so 
by proving and disproving it was likely grow to a reut^ if not 
a disbaiuling of tlie Coiiiimuy, They tlierefore proposed that 
both parties should leave tlie case in tlieir hands, and do what 
they directed, piwided it was approved of by the Ihivy Council* 
to which they readily agreed. 

Upon consideration of the whole matter they submitted the 
following opinion:— 

Firstly, That the City had taken upon themselves to settle 
Capt. Panton'a case, but had no right to displace or elect the 
Captain without inforniiiig the Privy Councib

Se(K>ndly, Tlmt tlie Gomp^jiy should be encounif^ed in tbeir 
exercise by every possible means. 

Thirdly, That the reputation of a soldier uiiglit be so wounded 
by personal accusationa that it might render him unworthy of 
any employment afterwards; therefore he should not be ex¬ 
amined upon all his doings. Two jjci’sons who professed arms " 
bore witness that they had seen liis traioing and tlie ordering of 
his men, whicli proved bis diseipliTte and teaching to be as good 
as they liad seen in Trainetl Bands atiyw'here. 

Fourthly, To the end that iieither Capt, Bauton nor Capt. 
Bingham should cither of them scein wronged, tliey wdghed, 
and it was well liked, that the place should he cleiued of them 
both for a time,” and that the Company ntight elect from any 
whom the Council might rccoimmuid to tliem. 

They suggested tliat three should be nominated, including 
Capt i'antou and Cupl, Bingham^ and that the Lord Jfayor and 
AldermcJi, aasistc’d by the City Captain, should choose one of 
them for the place. Tliig course they fo\jnd pleasing to all 
parties. And although Capt, Pan ton might not \:e chosen, yet 
the Ijord Chief Justice would aiTiiuge w'itli the City to satisfy 
him and clear his reputation,* 

But the Company w'ere still discontented, and petitioned the 
CcniuciL setting forth that tlicy had already pTeseiited a petition 
to the Council on Sunday, the Slst of January, regarding the dis¬ 
tractions of the Company ; which their l,*(>rds)iips had refcriMd 
to the Lord Chief Justice and others, who, os they worn infoiined, 
had sent their o]:>miong on tlic subject to the Council. Tire 
petitioners being desirous to uphold so laudable and iiecessa^ 
au exercise if it met with their Lordships' approbation, and 
finding that they were iiicKued to encourage them, it had embol¬ 
dened them once again to trouble tliem, seeing that the present 
condition of the Company required that some speedy steps should 
ho taken to settle it again. They hoped that at their great 
c^ist and charge, they were the example to others to estab¬ 
lish such an exorcise, they might not theiij especially in thoao 
times, bo the Jirst dissolved, which they more than feared, nnlesa 
they were '‘cherished and comforted” hy their Lordships. 
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Tli«)\ lhei.«furej U) be iufoniied of tlieir Lcirtlahipa' plea- 

BUiB t[iereln^ that they go clieorfully forwartl in their 

exereise; and as they liail been, ao would they always be, ready 
and willing to offer their persons and purses to enable and fit 
themselves to render tliat service to His Majesty and the State 
as became dutiful and loyal subjocta,* 

The Privy Council wrote to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, 
on the 5th of March, on the subject of the complaints which had 
l>ecu made to them against Capt. Pan ton, who appeared to )>e 
dislilced by souie members of the Company j and they had 
refencd the case against him to the T/>rd Chief Justice of the 
King^s Jlencli, Sir Homtio Vem, and Sir Kdward Conway, Kt,, 
who, 11)5011 bearing the cause in the presence of both parties* had 
aont them their opinion in writing,i" of whidi the Council 
ft]jpjoved; and forthwith recommended Copt. Panton* CapU Bing- 
hani* and Capt Tliomaw Brett for the post* and required the 
Lord Mayor, with the assistance of the Captains of the City 
Companies, to choose one of them to supidy tlie place of Captain 
of the Artillery Yard* to train and teach the (Joinpaiiy the use 
of arms as formerly/^ J 

At a meeting of tlie Court of Al Jenneii, on the dth of March, 
the letter from the Privy Council of tim previous day was read, 
and the captains of the several Oumpanies of the City being 
called accfuding to the diiucLiojis of the letter* and their opinions 
taken of the three officers commended to the election of the 
Court by the Privy Council, for the directing and instructing 
of the Military Company Exercising Arms in the Aitillcry har¬ 
den who were then without a leader- All the captains present* 
thirbeen in number* voted for Capt Bingbata, and the Couii^ 
proceeding to the election, with one voice chose Capt. Biugliam; 
and it was ordered that the Recorder* with several Aldermen 
and Captains, should the next day attend the Privy Couneil to 
signify to them the proceedings of the Court, and humbly pray 
the Council to approve of their electioju It was further resolved 
to make Capt. Bingham a freeman of the City of whichever

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company he prcferreil, and before he took up his place to take 
the Oafcli of Allegiance and the oath of a frcemaTi in open court, 
andj with all eonveuieut speed, cfeminence his duties, that the 
Company may be tcunited again.” And the Court apeciaHy 
recommended that uo peison slionld be admitted into the Coin- 
jiany who, by reason of his ability and quality, wivs not well 
fitted for ihfj aauie,=*' 

On Sunday, the 7tli of March, one of the four Pleadei‘3 of tlie 
C'ity, accompaniml hy Capt. Biugliani, preset tod tliemaelvua 
hrsl'orc the TA>r<ls of the IVivy CouiKsil, and informed them that 
the Lend Mayor and Alderiueu, witli the mlvice of the City 
Captains, had chosen Caj’il. Bingliam as Lt^ader iu the Artil* 
lery Oarilen, and ilesired their approval, wldoh ’wns given; their 
Tj)rdships itiniarking Llmt the geiitloiimn wliom they had chosen 
was well kuonui to tliein for his sutficiency ” and cxpericuco 
in arms; and autliorised him W train the Company iu the 
Aiiiilery Ginxlcu, or other conv<niieiit jilaCA with the same 
pi'ivtlogCH and lilxirty fts formerly. Tliey also thought lie slmuld 
lie ailmitted a fTeeumn and take the oath aceonUngly.f 

On the ntli of Mincli Caj^t. Bing]inm took the Oath oj'jVllegianee, 
and wna admitted into the Company of Ironmongers, paying for 
the City's use the .sum of' bg. 

1(>20.—The Lonl Justice Montague and Sir H-Yere w^’ote to 
llie Ijonl Mayor, on the li4th ot January, saying that the f/mls 
of the Privy Ccuiucil hatl referred to them certain tlifferenees 
between the City of London find Capfc. Pantou, concerning the 
Company tmining iu the Artillery Garden, and that tlie Uecorflet 
and Aid. Hamei'sicy attended iu lichalf of the City, and Capt 
Pan ton, with divei-s citizens on Jug behalf. Tlie matter iu ques¬ 
tion seemcil to thcjn of small inomunfe, yet, as it might have 
occaaioued much trouble, all parties freely agreed to leave it to 
them to decide without further examination. Only Capt. Pantoii 
besought that Ids ie]mtatioii afjrmhl be established, and that tlie 
City sliould rocoiupeuse him for liis seven years' employment

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nnd expense^ all of which they thought very reasotiable, and to 
which the Eecorder arid Alderman Hameraley assented. 

They therefore iuforraed the Privy CounoU^ in writing, of the 
result^ and directed the Recorder to inform the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen that tlicy thought that Capt, Pan ton shotild be 
Tttcoinpensed for hia services, considering it was for the public 
good, especially for the City of London* 

They were informed by Capt. Panton that lie had not yet 
had any recompense or satisfaction from tiiem^ they tlicrciorc 
thought good once more to recommend him to them on his 
own merits, so that the lords of the Privy Council might not 
be again informed of his grievance and cause of complaint** 

In tliifl year occurs the first mention of a grant made by the 
Coipomtion to the Company^ whicli was continued for nifliiy 
years afterwards, towtirds the charge of theii' annmd feasts, tu 
wliicli the Lord Mayor and piindpal olficera gf the CoTt)OTation 
were always invited. 

On the tith of May, tlie Chamberlain was ordered to pay to 
the l^resideut, Aldennan HamcTsley, J£P) 173* iii. for provisions 
sent into tlie lielJs on the ^Uili of April, when the “Artillery¬ 
men” musteied there; and for wine sent to the stewards for 
their supper at hlcitdiunt Taylors' llall*^ 

Several persons liaving, by an abuse of trust, obtained for 
their own use leases froin the King of giound in and about 
the Tower, which had been encroachod upon to such an extent 
'^that tliG splendour and inagnillcence of the Ltoyal Castle was 
destroyed,” by public property being thus diverted to private 
use; and complaint having being made of tliese abuses, tdl the 
leases were declared void. 

By directiijn of the Privy Council the Lord Oliamborlniii, Sir 
H* Vere, the LSarl of Arundel, Lord Craven, Mr. Secretary 
Nannton, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Sir K Coke, 
personally inspected the ground, and found it much worse than 
they expected. Sit K Coke was requested to consider how the 
abuses might he legally reformed, and upon his report the Privy 
Council issued an Order on the subject, dated the 4th of July,

On the 3rd of October^ a petition weis present©! by tho 
citizens of London practising arms in the Artillery CSardcu, to 
tlio Couj't of A Idem I on stating that the petitioners, out of their 
special love and alfcctioit to the City, l*ad, for the space of teti 
years and upw^ards, to tlieir great cost and cliarge, exercised the 
use of arms, and liad been ready upon all occasions to supply and 
furnish tho City with ca[stains and other ollicera of chief respect, 
and wore ready ariued for defence of the same upon all sudden 
occasions. The Company, whicli not long since consisted of very 
nearly HOO worthy citizens, had of late diminished unto 200, or 
very few nioi'e,being dLseontented, as they had expected the Court 
to help to maintain their charges (which amounted to £250 iHsr 
annum) for the maintenance of ofticera, and other netwlful ex¬ 
penses, bcsidca arms, powder, and match ; to meet wliich charge 
the }>etitioiierg bad been forced to make private oullectiona, by 
reason of the decrease of the Company. Wlictoupon tlie Court 
taking the subject into their eousideration, and being desirous 
t-o encourage encli a commendable exercise to be performed witliin 
tills City by fi'efcmen thereof, wei^ well pleased to grant that the 
said petitioners should from hencofoi'tli receive out of tlie Chaiii-

the said exercise. And the same to Ixs paid quarterly during 
tlio pleasure of the Court, unto their treasui'er for the time l>etug, 
a]q>ointed by tlie said Ooinpanyj and the first [payment to begin 
at Christinas uext> 

1621.—Tlie example set by the citizens of London in volun* 
tAirily enrolling tbcuiselves in the Artillery Company for the 
purpose of learning the use of arms and military discipline, led 
other towns to follow their example. Ou the ISth of June a 
petition Wits presented to the J*rivy {^ouiicil by the Bui I ill's and 
Aldunnen of Colchester, stating that, liy the most worthy 
example of Loudon in tlic “ Artillery Yiml,” tiicy wished for 
permission to estaidish a similar orgaiiisatiou to eimble Lliein to 
remler ^^rvicc to the country by tmining in milibiry discipliuo 
under some Tvorlhy captnin, who sliould be ajqirnYcil of liy Llm 
Council. Tlieir rcipiest was acceded to j but their Ij^nxlsliips 
directed tluit only such peraous as wci’o appitived of by the 
Ahlenncn of that town were to be a^lniittcd meTubers. A 
similar application was matle ou tlie 25tli of Ocfcoi>ei' of the 
following year, by the Aldermen of I Jury St. Edmunds, autl 
likewise gr;iuted+ These may be co^isideretl the tfarlicst form 
of Volunteer Corps in this conn try, and they pi^obably di fie red 
hvit little from the '* Military Associations'' raised-towards the 
close of the last century. 

It was usual Ibv the Ti-ained I lands to assemble every year 
on May-dtiy and Shiove Tuesday, in Finsbury Fields, Tioniinally 
for training and exorcise, but in fact to be prepared to sup¬ 
press any disorders which niiglit occur, as the apprentices and 
others, having a holiday, often attempted to oreatc a disturbance. 

On the 12th of April, 1621, the Privy Couj^cil wrote to tlio 
Lord Mayor to have the City Forces ready to assemble at all 
times for His Majesty's seiTvicej and leminded him to have tho 
Mil Italy [AiiiUeryJ Company, or a sufficient number of Trained 
Bands, Ui FLnsbuiy Fields on May-day, as usiiaLJ;

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1^25JH-“Th0 following year, tbe Council remark, in on Order 
dated the fith of Al’iril, that (Finsbury Fields being rather out of 
the way) the Tmitied Bands were to march, by Fleet Street and 
the Strand, Uy St. Jaines*s Fields, so tliat such foreigiL atnliaasu¬ 
dors then witli the King might take notice of the troops, wliieh 
latter was probably the true rcajion of the alteration, Finsbury 
Ijeiug really so inudi nearer,^ 

A petition was ]tfeseMte(l to the Ih-ivy Covmcil, on the f>th of 
April, by the Company, cfsmplainitrg tliat William Haimnand, 
fetor-Gunner to His Majesty, had enci'oaehed u^sju their 
gimiiul and place of cxereise in the '^Tcazell ground,” or 
Artillery GardoiJ, by enclosing certain uibhage gardens, and te- 
slmining them from nsing a butt with a mark, created lit tlie 
ground, and very useful in their exercise- They also heggiid, 
as the place in which tliey lodged their aniLs was so de¬ 
cayed that it wjvs ready to fall dovrii, they might have licence 
to build a new arniotiry of brick ami stone, in scnnc convenient 
pftrt of the Teaxell Ground. 

TTpon cohsidemtiou it wsw ngi'ued tlint, as the c;^so of Ham- 
iijond had ten already deohlod l»y them, on the 4th of July, 
1G20, their feidships thnuglit it sufheieiit to coiifirin tlieir 
previous Order, and coiniuainled that the same should! luj forth- 
wiUi put ill full and duo e.xecution, Imth in laying opeu the said 
cabhftgc ganleiis, and restoring to the Company the free use of 
tlieir ljutt and mark, as hi what else slioiild have I'elatiou tlieic- 
nnto; and that Hammond should be sent for to the ISosiul to 
show cause svhy it had lieeii so long delaye<l- With regarni to 
the Armoury, their Lordsliips (in favour to that Society whom 
they held worthy of all lawful encourjigcnieiit) ordered that they 
might build and erect a new house for tliat pui'jiose at their own 
cliarge, provided it was iniide of brick and stone in such a manner 
as might be least subject to be surpriscd*+ 

Tlie Court of Aldermen, being informed, on the ?{()th April, 
that the Society I’racti&ing Anna in the Artillery Gaixlen, were 
going, at their own chai'ge, to make an extiuordiiiary feast tliat 
day week, and liatl invited the T/ird Mayor aad Aldermen, the 
Court, ill token of their good respect to the Society, thought dt

On the Ist of May.tlie foundations of the New Armoury were 
conimeueedf and it was completed on the Slat of November the 
following year* The Armoury was furnished with 500 sets of 
arniSj of extinordiiiary beauty, which were lost in the Civil 
Wars.-f 

An annuity of 100 marks per annum having been granted by 
tho C^urt of Aldermen to the Society for their better eiieourage- 
incut tt> continue that huulable exercise* ui>on a motion and 
humlde recpiest made to them on the <>0tli of July by divers of 
the City captains, the Cnuvtpout of tlieir favour and good respect 
to t)icm, ordercd the Chaiuberlaiu to pay to Uuiir treoaurcr four

which were then continued. 

The citi^cuB of Loiidou having, aUmt twelve or tliirteen 
years ago, obtained leave fur their capUius to exercise within 
the said gaRleii a Coiiipaiiy of Pika and Muskets^ and also 
ol^ late, within tliese two years, or thei^abonts, fiivtlier leave to 
oi'^^ct at tliu one end of the said garden an armoury or liouse to 
lodge the anus for the stiij Coitiijany,—the said citiiseua, upon 
tiii^ leave and extraordinary favour air-mteJ unto them, Jiad not 
only presumed to ptill down two of^ His Majesty’s Imuses, viz., 
a stuve-licniso ami n ijitjoMiouso, l>oth of very ancient and ijccjcs- 
sary use upon mimy oceiisioiis fur JLis Majesty's sei vice, and tt> 
make a gate into the Urduonco wiiy, wkuie tiic scliulars were 
t;i\iglit, hut coiumajidetl them to avoid that pla<;e, used tliiealen- 
ings unto Iheni, ami committed many otlier iusulUiiies aud 
misdmiieaiiuurs—too long tol)B here paHienlarly inserted.*’ They 
iiad id«o lately further pixjsuiiied to ofler a petitior unto tlie 
High tVutil of Parliaineut, seeking, b}' euiining and untrue 
Miggi:stiuiis, to obt-fuu an Act tu gaui the iiilieiitiujce of tlie 
saiil garden to Llimnselvt^s, tlieRhy to disiiilieiii His Majesty, 
aiul lu divest tlie petiLionel's, and all the odicers, gunnera, and 
wcholai-s, helougiiig to the olfice of tlie OrdiiaiitJu,of their ancient 
light and iuloi'est, so lung enjoyed and used, for the service of 
the Crown and State, and never controverted, except hy these 
unthankful guests, lately ivud unadvisedly adnuLted, only out 
of favom\ 

Tliey, thei'efoi’e, most humbly ]>esoug]ib His Higime^s to be 
pleased to take these things into his Princely considuiution, and 
to Ixj a mejuifl to eatahlish such order therein for the preser¬ 
vation of His Majesty's iniieritauce and the advancenLeiit of His 
Highiiesa* service as should be thought lit Aud Uicy should 
pray for His Higimeas* happy days long to continue.*^

On tlie 22 ikI of April, John Keynolda, Master-Gunner, and 
the Company (who were repieaentod by the ItecorJer), appeared 
before tlie Privy Council, the latter claimiug the liberty and 
freedom they Inid formerly enjoyed, for the exercise of arms, and 
the use of a butt or mark in the Artilleiy Caiileii, according tfi 
an Order of the Exchequer, aud jirevioua Ordei’a the Ihiavd, 
witli Ilia Majesty e permission* TJieir Loidsbips well apjjioved 
aud much commended tlie forwai’dneas of tins citizen a iu aiicli 
warlike and twiiiiinciidable practices. 

Sir Julm Heydoi],Kt., LieutenaTii of the Onl nance, also elaiined 
the coiumand, imdev His Majesty, of Llie said Artillery Gin den, 
by light of bia oitice and patent for the same; Imt the rouiiril 
tlionght fit and ordered that tlie l^oinijany were to have liberty 
t<j exoeise in the Ai-tillcry Gardeji, accortbiig to the I'oinier 
Orders of tlie Kxclieipier and tlie Gonncil, and alwo tlm free use 
of tlie butt on the platform there; and ai? tlie Hafltci'-Gnnner 
complained that their frequent exercise was junjudicial 
Majeaty^s Service, as it bimlcrcd JJis MajeP^tv*s ‘ cannoueeits” 
from their exei^cise and pmofs, for wliusli Lliey alleged tlmt place 
to bo ordained, tlieiv Loidships thought tit (iu ease the particj^ 
themselves could not agree upon the tiays and LiTnes for exer¬ 
cise of ArtiileLy and otlier arinaj, to recommend the Council of 
War to act down such days and times on tlicir belmlf m might 
he heal for Hia Majesty's i^eiwice. And as the Company alleged 
that they had spent about one thousand pounds in building an 
anaouiy and fort there, for the \)ettcr contiuuanco and axlvance- 
ment of their exorcise, which would requiie the briiigiiig in of 
materials fixun tune to time for their maluLenance mid ivjpair, 
it was tliought tit aiul oi'dered Uiat the said citizens should 
have liberty at convenient times to bring in inatcriala to 
repair their fort and building, when and as often as needs 
should i-equiro, without the interruption of the Master-Gunnei 
for the time being, or any under him. And, lastly, it was

that a servant of the said Company should keep the door of tlie 
Artillery (htideu on the duya of tlieir exercise, and was to 
lod^^e in the chamhev wliicli they had built ibr that purpose to 
tlic armoun% for the hcUer safety of thoir amis* The Master- 
dun ncr, and all otliors whoni it coiiuunied, were ret[uii-od to take 
notice, and to con form tlieuiselvtis accord in^ly.* 

N'either parties were satisht^d Mdth ihia Order, andou the 18 th 
of Muy, Jo]111 iLcyuoldfl, tlui Mastev-O iiivner, ]ictitioued the 
Ucjiincil, n'^tatitiL; tliat upon the last hearing their lairdsliips had 
U'cn phiiise<l U) permit divers citijieiis of l^iulon, and others 
cxcitiisiuj; arms, to ilso and exercise Uieii said arms in Hi a 
Majesty's Ailillery Oaiden, at such times as Avevo not prejudicial 
to His Majesty's Service or Ofliccrs^ in the ciue attendance and 
execution of tlieii^ tint lea, which was expressly recommended to 
their I words hips liy It is Majesty- And their Lordships likewise 
direeled that the muiinor and times of tlieir exercise shonld 
be referred to the Council of War* lly the draft of their Lord- 
ships' Older, the days and times only were so refciTcd; hut 
their Iwordships' ortler was to refer likewise the manner and place 
of their exercise, which was to be only in the open Artillery 
Gaixlen, ami not in the Ordnance way (where they could have no 
use in tmining), and wliieli would ^reatly disturb the exerci^ 
and teachin|^ of scholars in great ordnance. This was contrary 
to His Majesty's coitiniands, who tiirected him to put on a lock 
and keep them out of the said Ordnance way. 

And as there was mention made in the said draft of the use 
of a butt (wJiich was in truth the butt for the great ordnance in 
the said Ordnance way), and the keeping of the door of the said 
(larden, and lodging there by one of their servanUj which was 
never spoken of before, nor any mention made of it at the 
liearing, therefore the petitioner prayed that the canaide- 
mtioii thereof, with power to set down rules and ordere for the 
regulating of the promises, and preserving the petitioner and 
acliolais from any injuries or alfionts fixun the said citizens

days of exercise, with aucli other alterations as might be lecom- 
mended, should be referred to the Council of War,* 

The Cotnpauy at the same time presented a petition slutiiig 
that as at tlie prcvioiLS Council it had pleased them lo eoufinii 
to thorn their lonnei' liberty of exercising ai^ms in tlic Artillery 
OardenSj witli some other iieceasftry additions incident therein nto, 
yet the Master-Gunner, although kung niude acqiiaiuUsd with 
the said order* refused to suljmit to and obey tlie sunio- 

The petitiouei's therefore iliiiihly prayed that Llie ilsister- 
G unnet might again be summoned to utiend tlieir Ixu-dships, 
to show the i-easous of hisi’irfusal* tmd to answer his contBm]>t^ 
so that the petitioners might i^uietly enjoy Llie i^eiicfit of His 
Majesty's grace and favour tqvi'arik tliem, and be enconrjrgcd 
to go (Ml in their exeroiae Vfitih'out iritenuption or mclestatiou, 
according to tlie eeveml or^re 'of the Honourable 

These two petitions bejtjg^r^^ at a Council at WhitelmH* 
their Lordships nailed l>oth parties before them, fuid licard what 
was said on beiialf of Beyholda, hut foimd that lie could say 
nothing in exshse of his not conforming tlicri^to, ]>ut only a 
verbal comniaBd pretended to have been given by His Majesty 
about sev'en yew’s previoualy, tlmt 11 le citizens should nuithev 
use the butt o^r tlie Ordnance way in tlmir exorcise, and that 
some hurt might befall Eeyuolde' person byHhe uiishilfuhiess of 
the peraoua ^exercised amis there. 

The citizens in Itply stated Uiat the exercise tlicy used would 
do no injury to the butt,^ and if it did they wem willing Lo 
repair it at their expense j that it wBis no hindnince to the 
scholars who learnt the use of great mtillery in the oiduaucc 
way" and it was fer ftitn th^r thoughts to injure his person hy 
their exerciso* ''

Q'heir Lordships therefore thought fit to ratify and con fin iv 
their former order in every respect And as by a clause thereof 
it was reserved to the Council of War to fix such days and

members of the Council of War), agreed that Mondays aud 
Tuesdays should l>e the onHnary days for the Artillcty Company, 
uinl iti case of any e^ttaoidinary oeoiision they might, by mutual 
coiiseiiLv alter the day, T)io Privy Couiidl *'did intreat” tlie 
above four hmh of the Council of War, at their earliest cou- 
voiucnco, to i^^pair to the iVi’idlery Garden and see whether tlio 
iuouuvcuieiiee the Master-Gimiier complained of wa^ likely to 
Ijc incit?astHl by Llu! ConJt>aiiy exeiciaing there ot not, and to 
lutiort Llie same to the Hoard, so that such further course might be 
taken to settle tlie niatter as sliould he necessary; and meantime 
the former onler was Ui remain in force, and tlie CoiJi]«iny was to 
have a key to the door of the pktfoiTii wheitj the butt was, upon 
their ilay ol‘ exercise, without tlie iiiterniptiotL of the Ma'^ter- 
Guuuei' uL‘ any undor him** 

On the 23nl of June the CouH cjf Alderinen, r^dth the consent 
of the Masters and Wardens of Ujo tk; in puny of lk>wyurs and 
Klettdieis, tlirccted tliut bows and anowa shoiJd be sold at such 
prices as the ” Captain over the Band of Ai*eheiy shall think fit 
to allow and set down," f 

On the 4th of October the Court voted ilfi towards the 
sup]jer which waa shortly to lake place, to be jmid by tlie 
CbaiJilierlaiii to the stewartls.J 

The Aimui'ial bearings of the Company aiie stated, by 
lilackwell, to Imve been conferrml on them by James L; the 
exact date is unknown, but tliey were certainly granted previous 
to this year, as an engraving of them is given in a work on 
tactics by Capt* John Bingham, the late Leader of the Company, 
he liuving l>een then succeeded by Capt. Henry Waller^jj

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Tlnii Mcvx did not long live to uccu^iy tlie plactj siml on the 
6tli of November, tliti Court of Aldermen ordered Sir Hugli 
Hivmevslcy, Kt., the President of the Society, Uj inform them 
that, as the place of (^aptiiin and Leader had become vacant by 
the deatli of Capt. Wuller, tliey were to uominate tliree or more 
sncli as they Lhoiiglit the most iiL and able men for tlie place, 
from whom the Court would elect a Ijeader j'ur a year, piovided 
he dcmeaiusd himself to the liking of the Court and the t'om- 
paiiy.

A {'ommittce was a]ipoiiLtetl by the f.^ouit of Aldennen, on 
the (jlh of l>eeemlxjr^ to confer with (X Poi ter, Esij*, oue of His 
Majesty’s nedchamher, touching (‘.erlain prepi tsilions lately 
sent to (’apt* Ea^vden, of the Society of the Artilleiy Gaidcii, 
and desire tlmt Lliere may he no furtlier in-oceed;tigs theieoii."'f 

On the 21 si of l^'chmary the C\mrt of Ahlermen 
directed, that os by un Older of the Cmufc, ul tlic 20tli of January, 
Ihin, Sir Thonuis ilidilletou, and othei’s* were appointed to 
carefully peruse aiul considci' the oidei’s to lie observed hy every 
memlier of the Artillery Compuuy, and as the Committee had 
not yet done so, at tlic lefiucst ot the Society the Kecurdei way 
added to the Committee in place oi' Sir Thomaa Middleton, 
deceased, and they ^vcl■e diiiictcd to report their opinion in 
writing to the CouTt4^ 

On the l^t of March a Committee of the Court was appointed 
to attend the Ixirds of the Privy Council, at two o^clock tlic 
following day, witli a petition from the T^rd Mayor and Coin- 
moimlty about the City's supply of water, which was taken away 
by divm i^erson^i inhabiting the Strand* and in or near the 
Common Garden; and to inform their Lordships of the dLaoixlets

Sir Hu^li Ilainoraley, Kt, to^fetlier with Mr. Aldormaii Fen, 
Ahlcniian (JliLliomw, Alderman Garroway, and Altleman Alidie 
ntLonded the Council tho follairiiig diiy, and iuroniied the l^oai-d 
of tl(e (liftovflerly luid niotinons conduct of sundrj^ pci^gooa of tho 
Alt-ill cry Yavd, " near the City of Irondoiij” in refusing the Captain 
chi ISO n by Llie Tjonl Ma)"or and ConvL of Aldetiiicii to siicceetl 
Ca}d. ^Vallerj, deccascih and in assuming tx> tluitusclvcs the power 
of dioosing another of their own liking; and also in getting 
three htnidied and nine Itands, in a laction^i manner, to a peti¬ 
tion ])rcsonted to the IjOrd Mayor; iu disobeying Wamiiis sent 
by tho Lord ^fayor, and in other acta ami conrsea tending to 
the diatnvlunice of Uie peamible government of the City, and 
to the contempt of hiwi'ul aulliority.

mutinous courses; and upon full examination to inti let such 
punishment on every such oJl'eiider by imprisonment and other¬ 
wise as he should iiud the equality of the offence to deserve, and 
to be exeiiiphiry for the lepi’essing and beating down the like 
jusolejmies and disoiiLei'a in time to come; and, linally, he was 
I'etiuil’cd to give particular ticcount to the Board of his proceed¬ 
ings ill every point * 

Oil the 8tli of March the Lords of the Council wrote to tlie IxjL'tl 
Mayor and Aldermen, stating that upon tho information whicli 
bir Hugh Hamers ley gave tUem of divers disorders and mutinous 
conduct of sundry pei’sons of the Artillery Yard, near the City, 
they found how ready tliey Wei’s to assist tiieui u'lLh theii authority 
in cases which concerned their place andtiuaUty. I iut they wei’e to 
take notice tliat they greatly blame the Court of Alderimm, ^vho 
were so far wanting to themselves, and so remiss in vLsiiig that 
power which Uia Majesty entrusted to tlieiik, tliat iJie dis- 
oidei*s u'hicfi at first miglit easily and witUont no use have been 
suppressed, were allowed to grow to such a height that might 
have had dangerous eoneetpieJices if it was longer tolerated. 
This neglect and slackness deserve a shaip ceiiaure, and if His 
Majesty should call them to account for the same tlmy would not 
be ublo to ajiswer iu But tor this time tliey Imve only thought 
tit to adiiiunish them to l>a more cai'efuL hereafLer -in the sup- 
pi^slug of like disorder as aooii as tliey appear, so tliat tlicy 
in [gilt have cause to coinmoiid their care and vigilance rather 
than to take iiuther notice of their ueglectf

2m\. inst. wng read at a Couit of Aldermen, by wliicli the I>oitI 
mayor was aired to take iiarticular itiibimation of the dis¬ 
orders wliich Wei'S committed by iUvers practising arms in the 
Artillery (warden; and of a letter sent from their Lordships, 
admoiiisliing tlie Conrt to i>e more caTefiil for the future in the 
ai*)>preJisiiig of like disorders so soon as they appear; and also 
of a copy of A letter from His Mn^jesty directed to the President 
of the fiakl Ail-illeiy thmlen, >vheRd>y the Company was oom- 
manded not hastily to disbimh 

It was tliouglit fit and ordered Lliat a Special Court of Alder- 
tncii sliouki be held the following afternoon, and that tiic naiues 
of twfj hiiiidTcd, or tlieiealionls, of those pmetising anna in the 
said Garden, should be aummoued to api^eav then before the 
Court to state wlictbcr they woulfl continue their practice 
under the rule and govenanent of the Court; and Sir lluidi

The Court of Aldermen appointed a Cominittee on the Kith 
of March, who, with Capt. Enwden, Caiit.

laid not hecu insserted, whmshy llie jii?^^iee uf tlieir pix:bouces was 
lescived to ti fit and necessary exaiiiiiiatioii. Hut hcfo^it they knew 
of this letter they ratified fornici oi'ders of the IJoai'^i to sup]KJiL 
the (‘ity’e goxci'iiment in this I >n si ness, ami uillud repiwcd by 
letter the reiinssneii.s of the Mayor and .Vhlcrmeuj in letting fall 
Lliat aiitlioTity which the State had comniiUe<l in tlicir trust. 

f.H' this order of theirs the Com}>an3" taking notice, chose a 
Committee of twelve, with liberty to he assisted with as many 


maiti as they pleased, Imth to petition ilie l>n\l Mayor and that 
lloaidj wliich they perl'uiined in such manner as the C’ouueil 
conceived to be witliout precedent;, ami woiihy of ceusuiie, trj 
wliich the Council ’would liave pmceedeil, il' in regand of tlm 
reservation in His Jitajesty^is letter they hiul not in duty first 
ascertained his further pleasure. 

Hut they found, upon a second exaiuinaliou of Ibruier Acts of 
(Jomicil, that howsoever the \^'jsdon’i of tlie fcjLute had cherished 
and eiicmiraged this martial company, 3"cL it still imule it subject 
to tlie govenimeut of the Lord Mayor us the Kings Lieutenant, 
and of the Aldermen, by committing unto them the appuiutmeut 
of offieei's,and establishment of oixlcra; yet in the choice of their 
Captain there ^vas other iieservation for tlie ajapToval of the 
Council Board, without which neitlier Mayor nor Aldermen, and 
much less the Company, had, or ought to Inive, any power ol 
election or jiotniuatioiL And they thought hi that their oiders 
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ftliotild also Im ijoniii’uwiil by the iiiiintjval of tlie Hoiiitl, wfiiub, if 
His Majesty should be plciised so to regulate, there Wito hope 
that (if a Diodorate hand was c^nied in the choice of sucli a 
GapUiii (IS b(j free fmiii tlic exceptions taken to othm, 

thou^^li iti other resj>ecls wortliy Holdiers,) the Mayor and Alder- 
lueii wuiilil see lljat tlie Coiupany was up)ield with moj-e aide 
111 CM tliau iiiaiiy that were iidinitted, and who (they say) w ere 
tliu iiuthoi’s id'all those diaorders. Their only earc ivas, for His 
Ifajissty’s service, to itiduce the Company to obedicneo, **aiKl to 
SM[j]ji-ess pttpnlar i'acttoii wltliiii tliis your Jioyal Chaniher, 
whiclt may xa'odace evil elJectSj if the least ^vay bo ^iveu to it” 
I )ated tiie Kith IMaixdi, and signed by Lord Koeiior,Kail of Kellie, 
I/(rd Visconut Went worth, Ijoid Vi;jcounfc hVlklaiul, hoid Hisliop 
of l/Jinlon, Lord CoUingtoii, and Mr. Suciretaiy Coke.* 


On Llie 4 th ijf April the Vrivy Cuuiieil ordereii Unit the 
xVldenncii, ainl sucli as wera employed by the hortl IVlayor and 
Court of Aldermen about tlie business of the Artillery Cbm ten, 
should attoml on "Wcdiiesduy, the lltliof April, in the iiftemoon, 
at whieli time tlioeic ap^^ointud by the Artillery Company wei-e 
likewise to aMeiid."f* 

At a Council held on the IStli of jVpnl, Hia Majesty (being 
liresenL) did declare liis I’esoluLioii in tjie ctiutmversy between 
the Ixoixl ilaytu' and Aldernieu and, the Company of tlie Artil¬ 
lery Gai'deti, which had been furiiierly heartl by His Majesty 
and the Ixivds of liis Couiieil on the eleventh of that month, ns 
well AS on seveittl previous i»ccasiaiis. And, first, Jlis ^fftjesty, 
according to tlio true meaning id' the orders for the lirst in¬ 
stitution of the Company, and according to the voluntary 
mibmissioii of both tlie parties, resolved to take the election 
of the Captain of the Company of the Artillery Caidcn in 
his own handrt. And declared, with the advice of the Boanl, 
that neither the Lord Mayor and Aldernien, nor the Company, 
ought to have the electiuu of the Captain. And for that purpose, 
His Majesty did declare tlie election made by the l^ord Mayor

be in his own haiidg; yet, because he would not at all times he 
put to tlie trouble to choose those ofticors, ho couiioamled the 
Lord Mayor and Alduriucjt tiuw and Iiereaftei' to elect theni, 
saving the (Japtaiu, wlioiii His Majesty liiiiisclf would think fit 
to take the pains Ui choose; in which number (if oiUcei-s the 
Tn^asurev's ]>lace Wiis not included, hut that, being a particnhir 
trusl, M as loft to the choice of the Coiii]>aiiy. 

And whereas, upon exaininatioji of tlic said cositovci'sy, it 
was found that ordci'^^ lor the govcnuncut of the Com puny had 
not yet been nuule, as M’as first intended, His Majesty would he 
pleased to coiigult willi IJis LoixU of the (^rniin il for such orders 
to Ijo framed and established for their tfoveviimciit ns sbouhl he 
rapuaite. Aud, lastly, m His jHajesty, Mutli^thc advice of the 
ISoard, hehl it reasonable that the aiitlusrity of the [.rm-d Mayor 
and Aider men should 1 k> countenanced and upheld in the 
governineut of the several ]jarts of the City, under His Majesty, 
and nhonld always approve their fitting endeavours to vindicfiie 
the same, so lie ditl not approve tlio expressions used by M^ord 
of inouthj and in some petitions hy the Raid Company, inti- 
mating a consetjuence of dishftuding if their desires were not 
yielded unto, nor the disorders and contentious wjiich appeared 
in their proceedings* 

1(J33-—The Lords of tlie Council w'rete to the Lonl Mayor, on 
the 23rtl of January, saying that as His Majesty hail rcsen’etl to 
liimself the choice and nomination of the UaptaiTj, to instruct and 
direct tlic Company of the Artillery Garden \ and having taken 
especial notice of the sufficiency and long experience of Ser¬ 
geant-Major Taylor,—^hoth by his long employment in tlic wars 
of the Low Countries, and siueo liis return from thence iu His 
Majesty's own service, wliere he had home the of he e of Sergeant-

Hackle wit, lately decoiisod, tliey were dii'ected hy His Majesty to 
express his ploasuie, ami to let them kviow, that Hk Majesty 
Imd elected, iioniiiiabcd, aud ai>|ioiiitcd tlic saiil Sei^gcaut-itajm- 
Taylor to the place of Captain. And, in His SlaJesLy’s name 
by virtue bei\Joi', they I’cituir^cd them not only tn eaaso him to 
hi; admitted and received into tlie said place and charge, hnt 
also to be treated witli all courtesy and I'cspect, aa a person 
whom His Majesty cRteeiued^ And, furtlier, they iiMpiircd tbi’iii, 
as soon as cemvenient, to call the Company tog^’thcr, and 
deliver unto them His Majesty's expmssed pleasure. And so, 
not doubting of Ills Ltn'dship*s care to perforin His MEijeaty^'a 
directtoic; they bid Hia Lordship farevvell.* 

On tlie 28th of Vehruary, Sir Hugh Hainersley, President of 
the Company, iiifm ined the Court of Aldeiineii tliaCmaccoidance 
witii their Order of the 1 Hth of Vcbruaiy, bn sunuuoiied the C'om- 
paiiy together, and presented unto them Hei^oaiit-Major Taylor, 
and .siguified unto them that His Majesty had ciioscn liiin to he 
thoir Captain ; and causetl His Majesty^ letter to that eifect to 
he road them. He tlicn dcsiml the Court to (iischargo 
him from the plooe of Ih^esident oi' the Hoeioty, whicli, they 
having duly considei'cd, granted his I'lupiest, ami nununated Sh 
James Camplmll, Mr. Alderman Uloomlield, Mr. Aldernian Pen, 
Mr, Alder man Harvey, and Mn Aldcrnian Smith, from \vliom 
Sir James Campbell was ehoacn Piiesident; but us he alleged his 
inability to undert^Lke the place, in consequence of his want of 
experience, and Aldeiinan Fen having only one vote Icj^s for 
the place, the Court nominated them both again; and altliotigh 
the latter mueli desired to bo oxcuBcd on account of his age, 
being ujifit to take upon him the duties, yet the Court, from 
their kiiowledgii of his worth and cfiuaeiicy (he being one of the 
City's Colonels), elected liiin Captain of the Company; hut

accordance with His Majusty’s commaiuis^f 

At 11 lueetiugor the Convt of Akkvmeii, m tlic Htb of March, 
AUlorman hVu aocepLcd the place of Ihx^iiideiit of the (Company, 
and pi'csciited tl^e uiuncs of divei's [lemona lor election^ as iiIho the

On the 12tJi of Decetuher Hia Majcaty*s letter was read at a 
Court of Ahkviueii, recommending Caphiin Walter NeaJc to lie 
Captain of Lho Artillery Garden in pkee of CajJtan Taylor, de¬ 
ceased; and Mt* Aldeniiaii Feiij the PresiileiiL of the Coinpauyj 
was (lirectod to Goniinunicate it to them, so that lie miglit he 
admitted, in obedience to His Majesty's eommandg.t 
The Gomniisaionej^ for AreheryJ petitioned the Ih'ivy (Jouncil 
on the subject of the Eriukmakers deslmyiug tlie fields, wliieJi, 
acconling to their Order of the 17tb of July, tliey hntl provided 
for the laudable exercise of archery. The I kick makers had not 
complied with their IjOitlaliips' Order to fill u]) the ground, but 
continued to dig eaHli. One of tliem, Itoliert Xeedhj, luomised 
the Commissioners not to ucike up the earthj but soon after set 
a nmuher of men Uj work, and then went out of town. Tliev 
hiul lately bi-okeu up fresh ground within twenty yauls of the 
place the Commigsioners had taken such <;are bo preserve; and 
one Adam Cuispe had also dug uji new ground ndj<iiiiliig Ins 
former wmrk. The CommissioneTa lu'gged the (Jonucil to con¬ 
sider the matter, aud take such steps against the two ohenders 
as they should think dt, and also iliat they would ratify their 
former order for levelling the giound uud pi'cserving the i?ame,§ 
Subse^juGutly Joseph Oldfield, a brick maker, petitioned the 
King, saying, that upon the unjust information of four or five of 
the Coniini.ssianeifl for Archery, he had hecii obliged to take other 
ground which the Archers never luwl anything to do with, ami 
prayed for liberty to make )>ridcs of it, like other subjects. For 
the auperiluous pleasure of the citizens he had for five years ln^eo

On tlic Kitli of December, Horatio, hoivl Vere, Mastpr of tlie 
Oiilnaneo, rcconmiendi^d Jolni Sjiencer to the T^mls of tlie 
Admiraltyj as a guunci' in tme of llie new i^hijis, as,^amongst 
other [[naUlieations, ho liad been a scholar in the Artillery 
tiLmlem lie was also recominciulcd by l-he Mastcv-Gniiner of 
Kiiglanil Wtv the same reason, and also l^ecauHc he was ^'ahlc to 
do wtdl ;it the tail of a jacec of tmlnaiiee.'*"1' 

Tlie post of gunner in the ArLilleiy narden was evidently 
sought after, Dn tho htli of June, 1^34, Sir Edwai'tl Nidiolas 
wrote to tlie Secretary of Lord solieitiug for ifohti Andrews, 
an honest and Initlif ul servant of Ins, an able man of body, and 
vei'}' n[)t, ndio Imloiiged to tlm Artillery Gniden, tlie place of u 
gunnel-, Jaiely vend by the death of a l.>rew-er in Soutiiwark, and 
stilted that he ivas ready U» pay what otliers usually gavo. J 
Winiam Xend, an Archer, invented a w'capon, consisting of 
a Ixiw and ii inke coinbincd, which was used for some iimo 
by the Goiiiimuy* 111 lfi25 he publisheil a description of it, 
dedicated to the King, in which he says that ho gave a pike 
and Ijow and sheaf of arrows to the two Gardens of ijondou and 
Westminster i and that the worthy ^Society of Gie AriillcTy 
ihmleii In Tendon had practised it ever since. TIio Lord Mayor 
eveiy ywir issned a proclamation for the encouragement aud 
maintouancG of aicljciy; and formerly it w'^is from tlui best of 
these Ai-cheTs that the King^s Ycoiimn of the GuajHl -were ohoaeii i

In liB jiresoiited a petition to the Privy Conncib staling 
tliat 11 is Majesty Inul apinoveil of his ivarlike inventiini, ant] g! vtai 
directions font Ui he pvactised in martial iliKeipline^ wlvieli laid 
lieen done aectmlingly in the Artilleiy Gaivlen, Ife laid also ]ne- 
sented it to Pmlianieiit in the first year of the reign of 11 is^MnjnsLy, 
who appointed a Conniiittoe oltlnity inemlkei^i to hupure into the 
snhject, and they unanimously at^provedof it. After the dissolu¬ 
tion of Parliament he wiua I’efencdljy Ills Majesty to the tkuuicil 
of War, to arrange some couitso for the gene ml exeix;ise of it, and 
to Towaitl him. At the King's desii't* it was ifoi l'orjueil by :S0d of

to the ^^euniui ^^ood wliich this iiiveiiLion mijrht do to 
posterity, both for olTmisive and defensive war, tug well as to 
tho laudable exercise of Aicheiy, they would Ixi ])leosed, for 
the ndvaiietunoj^t of this ]iublic service, to put an end to the 
jaiUtiEuier’s loii^ attendance, by taking lljc said jH;titio:i and 
lu'oclainatioii into their lavfnimble coiisiilemtion.* On the lOtb

Majesty to be Cui)Uiu of tlic Artillery Carden, aud ^va» cou^ 
linncd in that aiiiiointnient by the LVivy Council, which lie held 
wljikt liifi health aud life ijcrjiiitted, vi/., twelve uioiiLha, but 
did not receive any satisfaction for hia patua. She was desired 
by the Tvesideut of tlio Company imt to tiouble the Council 
on the subject luitil he had confeived with the Coiii))aiiy, wlm, 
having bcenasaembled, rethsed to grant her anything, and sliewiis 
therefore obliged U> ap]>eal them as her linshand died in debt, 
and had left fioinc children.

A eurious Order in Uaiineil was issued on tlie lOtU of March, 
stating that His Majesty, having been pleased to reform " the 
Mrti'cli of the Knglisli Nation,” winch Iiad become corrupted by 
time ami the lUigUgenee of dionimers, and for the honour of 
the kingdom, to I'estore it to the ancient gravity thereof, by the 
eatablislnimut of one constant luoaaure to be hereafter observcil 
and beateu by all ynglish dmniiucrs; diTt^tiinis were given 
for it to Ixi irnpaited to the Colonels, and by them to tlio 
Captciins and (Jllicera of the sevei'al regiments of tlie City, to be 
duly oUgerved in all iniistoi*s or military oxcreiyes of the Trained 
Bands.§

** After many allegations at ilie Council table on tlio one side 
and tho otlier, it was at last determined by Llieir J/irdsldps (the 
King being thej* pn^seut) tliat ueitlmr the Lord J\lay<n- and 
Aldevnien, nor the Company, should have hereafter el mice of like 
Capfauii nor any other of the Cliiecvs, but their election should 
wholly bo resolved unto His Majesty (the Tioasuverouly excn|>- 
ted,wliich was left unto the Company’s free choice).

At a meeting of tlm ihivy Gouneil, on the 4tli of July, it was 
stated that HLs Majesty, having a giucious cure that llie Gom- 
pmiy of tlie ArtilJery Oarden iniglit be settled, so that all subjects 
of eom.eutiou should lie wholl}'' lemovod, and that Iroiii lieucc- 
forth all thing.^ sliould \xi coiulnoted quietly and decently, and 
the Company the moi'c encouraged to continue their land able 
military exercise, did, for tbe olfccting tlicrcyf, signify liis lioyal 
pleasni’O in manner following, vh., —I’hat His Majesty would 
iTeserve to his own clioice tliu a]>pomting of the Captain j that the 
Lord Afayor and Court of Aldermen should have the eleotion ol 
the President, and that all other oiliceis \\'ho diil in any way Ixs- 
Inng or have relation to the (^inpaiiy ahould be clrosen Eiud a}]- 
poiiited by tho ineuibem of the Company ; and, lastly* tluit both 
tho Captain, for his paius in the execution of his plat^e (wheroiii 
lie was to use all cai-e and diligence) should have an allowance 
of £50 a-yeur out of the money paid ([uaiieily by tlic members 
of the Company; and that the ofiiceiii who formerly received pay 
were also Ui have tlieir accustomed salary. The J^rd Mayor 
and Court of Aldermen, the IVesiduntj Captain, and all otliei^s 
whom it might coueeni, were required, and in His Majesty^^ 
name expressly charged, to take particular notice, and to con¬ 
form tliemaelvea accordingly thereunto. And the incinTjers of

Eroin the time ’when the inilitiiry ibreea of ilie cmiiitry were 
reoTganised by James L, by Uie name of Trained Bands, the 
olhcerR seem to Jiave leanit their duties and qimlilied them- 
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HU Ives for tlitiii position by Looonvinj; intMullei’s of Lhe Company, 
and for this reason Ibe Company is constantly re fenced to aa 
foniiing a nuraoTy from wlicnoe efficient officots were ohtameil 
At a later period, dunng the rngn of OeuigcHC, the ofllcera 


and seigeants wove n'E^piired to becoiive mcnilieia of the Com- 
Hud promotion ivus only given to tliosc who could produoe 
corUHcales of niciulvei-ship. Williaiu IIT,, in lus Wavmnt to the 
t/oioimny in KUIT, says, " Wc Llicioforc icconinicnd unto your 
can) tliat all the OoiiiiniHHion Ctticcia of the "I’mined llaiids of 
oiir Siild thty nuiy list theinsclveH lueniljcrs of the said Society, 
tluit so, by the ii c^nent prai'Xiee of Anns accoi'<bng tt> theh’ 
nilus, they iiiny he the better ijiialified to porfurni their trust in 
11 ltd V n ^sj icoLi ve e oi n 11 lui i ds.” I’bt h elan se i h e o 11 Uii i led i n all tl le 
Huliseipunit WamiiilH to the Oomjmiy, ineludiiig the last one 
fmm Her Majesty, dated the 3itl of -Inly, lSh3. 

On the 2nd of July, lr>G£), a muster was held at (ticenwieh of 
the men of the City thnnpauios, coiiHisting of Klin pikemcii, all 
in line noi’selets; 400 lunpmbutH, in shirts of mail; and 2II0 hah 
berilerSjin almanrinets, under the coimnamlof “ Captains Uolieit 
C'oiishible and Maysier 8aniidei-s,” wlto hmnght Lliem hi battle 
iiiniy Ijefoiie the Queen, “ wliirli made a goodly show before llct 
]\l:ijesty,—the Knipcier’s and yreneh King’s Anibissadors being 
]ire3eiifc.'"* 


Kai'ly ill the yeiu 158^ about 4,fU)0 men wcie chosen out c»r 
the (Companies of tliu City by comumiiil of Llie Queen; tliey 
were composed principally of "shot,” or men armed with hand- 
gnus, the lenmiudcr having pikes or liallierds. I'hey inuatcred 
daily at MiSe-end, and in J8t, (George’s Kield, and were inspected 
hy the Queen at (Ireeinvich, the men being ijuartmed about 
Jlkekbftatli.i' 


The Privy Council wrote to the fxivd Mayor on tlie 30th of 
November, 1614, directing that, by virtue of His Majesty’s 
Com mi ssioiij dated the 21at of Augiiat, 1005, a Ueiieral Muster 
was to be made of tlio forces of the City, and especially of such 
Indued men as were euTollcd in the reign oi MiznlieLh, who

ATiotlier letter from the Privy Council, dated the 17th of 
M a roll, 1016, oi-devod that the City Bauds should consist of 
four of five companies each, and the Lord Mayor lor 

the time being to l>9 tbeiv Cencral, thereby making the forces 
more useful in ease of snddeu alaiuL'f'

On the Hith of September, lh2t), tlie Court of AldcTuieu 
oitlei'ed the “ training for inaitiol atruii's " for tlmt year to lie 
suspended, and the irsvininj; in future to take place on tlie Idtli 
of April, unless it fell on a Sunday, f 

On the 2Hth of Mai’ch, lb22* tJie Couit sancticuied i^dving tlie 
twenty Captains of tlie City J£5 each, towards the expense of the 
training, which was changed to tlie llUi of April in each year.J 
On the 10th of July* 1620, 4,000 soldiers were oi'dered by the 
Privy Council to be ready, besides the tmined bands, on account 
of the great prepoiution, both in Spain and Flanders* with designs

safety, and “ wisely ctnwidered that the Militia, well ordei-ed^ is 
the constant hnlwark ami tie Fence of this Xiu^dotn, upon tlie 
stnnigth and peace of wltich the safety of tlic West <lotli priii- 
ci]>ally depend.** A view of the Trained liands wua there- 
foi'c to be nil mediately taken.* 

Tlic Long-ltow Jfakors of the Oily jiotitioned the I-iOids of llie 
Gnineil, in Keljmev}', IbliT, stating tliet they were lueorpoi'ated 
by James h, and that their Charter contained a clause coinmaiid- 
idg that the exercise of the long-bow should be biunght into m;; 
but the t'ompany liad declined until theie were uot above four 
of them left, and they wcj'e unable to Lake appienticeRj that 
tlic mysUtry of making long-bows was likely to be utteily fov- 
gotten in the kingdom, and pmyed tliat the Oideiy of tlm tVimt 
of Airlei iuen for their advancement might 1 h 3 conlinued.l" 

On the IbJth of August, 1627^ the Omnniiltee ajtpointed by tlie 
Coui't of Aldermen to eoiisider the l^owyei's’ ]?etitio]i rcpovLcd 
that they luid sent for several ol' tlie jjrijieij^al Arc!id's tlien 
miiuining in the City, vi/., Oapl. Walker, Mr. Ay^scough, Mr* 
Williuiu Hodges, Mr, litnvhmd Wilson smd Mr Wood, to confer 
with them on the subject. They llmuglil the host way lo 
revive gh(K>l.iug with tlic hnig-bow was to divide the City iubf 
four parts, <n' ivgiinenU [eompamey], vik*, North, Kast, West and 
South, with Aldcniian Hodges as Colonel, assisted by four 
Captains; Mr, Kichohis Ascuugli, CapUiu of West Jiegiment; 
Mr. J, Wood, NoiUi llcginumt; Mr. Willimn Hodges, Soutli; 
and Mr, KowlaiuL V\'^ilsoii, of the Koi^t Riigiment. The (lapbiiiis 
weitjto furjiish their several rngiiiients with as many volnuteeni 
who could use the long-bijw, as possible; ami if volunteei-s did 
not come forward, then as many inhabitiuits residing in their 
districts as were liable by law to furnish theinselvefl w'ith a bow

lion to the lieutejiant, sci^^i^ant and di'umvner. 'fheae sugges- 
lioori weic approved ol’ and ordci-ed to Ijc suhniiiHid to tlie Privy 
Council for coiihrmatioin* 

The 0dice of Mnstev-MasLei'f in the City Inii mg fallen into 
disuse, the King MU-ote tVoui Windsor, on the LiUh of SepLeinlicr, 
Ki^o, to the hoi>l Mayor niid Alileimeii, aUiting that tliis otiiee 
’wjis of sndi uecessriry use that there was not one cunnly in 
l^nglaud witlionL one; iiiul ns llis Majesty undei-Htnod that 
there wius no siteh ollicor in the City of Loudon, and knowing 
the aljilitits of Captain Jolin Pisher, reemnint iided him to he 
clio.sen for that oHice for ljfc% with sucli fees ii,-? sliould be lit. 

The Cor)>oiution, not wishing to appoint sneh an oiheer, luiale 
immeroiis ejcenses; but on the 10Lh of Mareh, JO'hi, Mr. ticcixitary 
Windebaiik wmte to them saying that their iTCitsons wci'c not 
satbifactiny, and sis the Xing thought it most necessary h> luive 
a Muster-Masterj they wei'c to asseiuhle fortliwitlt and ehuose 
oue.J 

t)ji tlie iOth of Marcli, the Court of Ahlevnjcii appointed 
a ComiuLtteu to attend the Hecnitavy the following day on the 
subject; they were also diiieeted to i>jvjftent a lastilion to the 
Privy f^ouncil to mediate fur them, that Captain Fislier should not

M\ifttei-Master in the City daring tlic King*s pleasme, witli the 
sanm fees as tlte Muster-1 faster of Keutf The Corpomtion, 
however, refused to admit him to the offit^e, and lie therefoi'C 
petitioned the Tiivy Coujieihj: 

He next njiplied to the Council, stating that he Inyl viewed 
the Arms of the City Conipauies, and that they were willing to 
make tlie iieccssaiy iTepairs, and desired tliat the King aliould 
signify to the Lord Jfayor that ho was to be allowed to mark 
the anns j also to cause the drums to Tieat u)> for a iiinster, and 
timt he might have a yeml}" !ilk>ii anee.§ To enuhle him to do 
real service, he jjetitioued t)ic Earl Mai’slial for pomussion to 
inspect the Compaiues* and ace tliat all the defects in his last 
view had been made g<>od; that all men charged with funiishing 
arms should l>e I'GEpui'od to serve with their own arms if able, 
or else find u gtwd householder as a substitute j that, acooiding 
to tho King’s diiection to the hist fjnrd Major, tlic ainus might 
be murked to pTevent the common iihase of li^iiTOwiug; and 
lastly^ that the Captains should deliver to hiia a true list of Llie 
iatreiiglh of their CoTupanicB.j 

On tlie 20th of October, HiSS, tlic King sent a letter to the 
Jj^rd JMayor, saying Captain Vishei complained that, although 
the ]Jost of Muster-Master liad been gmntod to him under the 
(Sreat Ij^cilI, that tin allowance had yet been settled on him ; and 
HU Majesty ii;(|uired that he should be paid the same as Muster- 
Mas tens of otlier counties, vik., a shilling for eveiy foot- and two 
sliil lings for eveiy hoi^eiiuiiLir Tlie disjnite about his pay con- 
tiuucil nearly all the following year* On the ^Jih of Januajj 
Hi31*. the Pnvy Council sent for the lleuorder and Aldermen, 
as they Innl i*el‘ii3ed to \tAy him; and on the 2bth of August

contempt of tiie lloyal autlu>rity, and Unit 5onie coavinve means 
would !)(^ used; iijum wliieli all tlie City Captniiw* wciv sum- 
inoned to liiuiv tfa^ decision of tlio Couil of Aldermen, and 
decide on an answer to His Majesty's letter.* 

(In tlie 13tli of February HillS, an Older fiiuii the rimer 
v^tar Cliaiiibor directed the I'eforin of defects and abuses in the 
Tmiued iSand?, and that the arms should hie iiiEnkod b> pie vent 
the abuses nccasiniied by burro wing * and the bml Mayor and 
Aldermen should ooiifer witli Capbdu hhshei and give him 
every tmsistance. 

Uu the iHtli of Kebruary a Wamni was issued to uiise :cton 
men from tlie Trained Hands for service against the >Scoti«.t 

The King sent a umrmnt to the I^rd Mayor, dated the loth 
of May ilUO, ref pii ring him for til with to raise l.nflO aide and 
weil-ntleetcd men out oi' the Trained Kaiuls, or a^^ many moi^ 
aa he should tliink riccesaaiy* to suppiicaa* slay* kill, destroy, and 
apprehend all sucli aa should be tumultuously iisseuibled in or 
about Southwark, i.nnd.veth, Hhiekheath, nr elsewhere in parts 
adjacent.^; 

Tire Trained Hands were oiilered to bo incroasoLl 6ii tiie lUtli 
of Junuaiy, l(i42, ond the p(iy of tlio Captiiius was fixed at oils, for 
every day or night that they had been ordered abroad with their 
Companies since the 4th of that uiontlij towards the payment 
of their ollicerg, and other eliaiges. 

On the 22nd of January, the Cbmmitbee of the House of

those iimninatcd by Lliem for the coiiiinand of the Militia of tlie. 
Chty, wliieli w'ns awioed to. 

All (h'dui' was issued by the (^oiiinioM Conncih on tho same 
day, to inci-ense theTiwiied Hands to forty conqiauies of soldiei-s 
of 2i]{} and upwanls each, or R,0[)0 uien. I'liis was aj<reed to at 
a Cmnt on the lllUi of Mai’ch, and lifLy-hve pei'sons (twenty of 
wliom woix^ inx^vinimlytJajiLidiis) iionunaleil, fnnn whom foity 
were to I to chosen by the Militia (/uniniiUee, who, on tlie 4 l1i ol' 
April, recuniimnidcd the appoiutnieiit of six Colonels and Lhiitv- 
fonr OaptEiins, which was inferred to them tfi carry oiit.*|* 

Ai a lourt oi Coininou Coiiiicih on the ITih of May, KA'J, 
the Karl of Holland and Ijord K[tnl}ulton attended^ and said 
they weR^ directe<l liy the House of fa>Rls liiiink the Militia 
(.'oinmitLee, Colonels, Oat^taijis, and nlhev ohh^ers, for their care 
and pains in keeping u]i tlm City forces so well, and es^Hscially 
at their last genei'al training, for which they thanked tlieni, nod 
juj they had found by os peri once tliat tlu'^ citiisens wor^ so leady 
and willing to help iJieiu in defence of the Parliament, they 
w'ould be ready to do anything in their powev' for the good and 
safety of tlie City. The Houac of Coimnoiis also sent a deputa¬ 
tion at tile same time witli a vote of thanks for putting the onli- 
nanws tor tlie Militia so speedily and ouierlv into execution,J 

On the IStli of Octolier the Militia Committee iieported to the

All the ('oiii]paiihi>jj tin heiug aequsunted w'itb this msolution, 
ivei-e imnnimons in their desire to be employed imrtbis service, 
■md it wsis thought hy the Ciiptains that the decision onglit to 
lui by lot, which was aecoidingly canied out, with the following 
result3 the list^l JiCgiment^ Sergl.-Msdor Muimvaririg; Wlhte 
Kegimeiih Csijd.

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On tlm ITtli of Kon^emljor, irj43, the ^fayor rereiverl a 
letter, dated the previous day, fram the General the Earl 
of Essex, from bis quarters at Hamuiersnntb, informing him that 
he had chosen Sergt^-IMnjor Skippon to be Sergt-Major Geiieml 
of the j\Tmy, being well assured of bis fidelity aiul ability to 
diiwllarge that trust. T’he Coninmn Council ai)proved of the 
appointment in eou pi ideration of the giieat and weighty reasons 
for Ills soleetion, although they were daily in iieoil of liis 
advice and employment, as tlmy dopeuiled so iiiucli on liis 
oixtering tho Militia for tlio safety of the ■ yet they desired 
that if any Huddeu occai^iou should require liim for the defem.y 
of the (lity, that he sliould return, neverthetess they would 
continue his salary duriiig his aliaence.* 

The City of Gloucester being elewsely besieged by tire King, 
the Cnmiuittee of Militia^ lij virtue of an ordinance of both 
Houses of JParliament, of the IVth of August, leqviirtwl all ]>er- 
sons to close their sliops until Gloucester was relievecl, and tlio 
necessary atef)fl were nrelered to be at once taken with this olqctik 
Six regiuiciitfi—mie of horse, two of tlm Tminetl l^niids, and 
thiee of tlie Auxiliaries—^were got ready witli incredible cckiity, 
and joined tlie JiViiinarmy, with a train of artillesy, im llio 4-tii of 
September, on IJrsekley Heath j and upon their arrival in tlie 
neighbourhood of Gloucester tlie Hoyalists raised the siege.’f" 

The following interesting account J of the maidiof fclie Tmined 
JiaTids, irein the time they left Ijondon on the 25rd of August, 
until their retuin on the 28th of September, including tlie part

“ Upon Wedncsdiiy, the 2ntd of Au^ufjfc, our lied llcfptuGTit 
gf tbg Tmiiiod BoinU, mai-obed into the new Artillery (^rouiid, 
nnf\ from tlience tluit night we niarched to Brain Ford, ftiid came 
thitliei' about cue o'oloclc in the njoriiing; from ivlieiice, tlie

^vil]i^lg at the first to inarch witli us, yet upon some pretences 
and fair excuses retnnied lioine ai^ujn, liiriiiir otliers to yo in 
Iheir iTOt^m ; (^tlierii returned lioiiie again the same nfght;, liefore 
tlioy came to Jlminford.

“ TJmrsdinf^ the of Avffad ,— We advanced fioni thence to 

a village called Stretton Ardley, This niglit all oitr Ihigfide, 
consisting of six lieginiejitp, riK*: (Colonel Mamvariiig's Kcd 
Kegimeiit, two Kegiinents of Trained Baiids, and three of Uie 
Auxiliary^ were al! quartered at this little village, It bi euii- 
ceived we were in all of this liiigade about d,0t)0. Hoje was 
little pi'ovision citl’ier for oflicers or soldieiSj the iiigbt before 
we came hither* The Cavaliers were at llistor, two miles fraju 
this village, and six miles froiii Oxfi:irtl, hut ’^vere beaten out 
of it by our soldiers, and the Ijord Oener;d with his Army 
(juaitei'ed there this night. 

“ Fnday^ ihcr day of tif -ptemliLr .— We advanced from hence 
to a place called llnyarda-Ureenj in Oxfordsldrej being 
miles distant from Bmekley, and eight fioni Hunbuiy, wliere our 
Brigade met my I^ord tioiieral with liis wdiole Army, whereat 
was great siioiiting auil trium^ih as he ])assed by to t^ikc a view 
of our KeginienhSj the whole Amy IveiTig drawn uij in their 
scveinl Hcgiineiitfl, continued theie about an liouv, and then wai 
mamlied aw^ay* Jt w'lis a goodly and gloiimifj sight to see the 
whole Army of Horse and l^^oot together. It is conceived, by 
those that viewed onr Army well, that wo did consist of (to 
6]>eak of the least) lir,00l) horso and fool, some aj^eah of many 
inoi'e* This day gu<nl news was brought us coacci'iiing Glou¬ 
cester and Exeter Emm heime we marched this day tc^ a 
village called Souldern, four miles from 15anbury, where our six 
Begiments, that caum from London, were tjualtered, and my 
IjOrd General and the lost of the Araiy were tpiai-levod ftl)Out a 
mile from U3 at a market town called Auo-on-tlie-Kill; we 
were very much scanted of victuals in this place* 

“Satm^ay, 2nd jSli^^cw?kr*“Wea(lvaiiocd from hence to Hook- 
morton, twenty-five miles from Gloiiceaber, at which village our 
whole Brigade was quartered.' This day, the I^i-d GenevaVa 
Troops had some skirmish with the Cavaliers; it is repoitcd 
thei’c was eight slain of the enemyparty, and one of oui‘s. 
Fifim hence we luarchetl away the next nioiaiiiig. 

Ffthhdh^doy^ %(} We’mlvaiiced from lienee tf) 
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a little called Adt1in«Loii, alxict a mile fmm Stow- 

the-Old, tlie liithcrmost town in Oloucestershire^ and about 
twenty niilea fi'om (Uoucestcr, ndicre in onr inarch this day 
we a^aiQ met tUe Ijoitl (lonerars Army upon a great common 
ftbonl lialf a mile fmm Cliijjping Norton; at wliicli place also 
uurtive riigimenb dejtavtcd froni Uh anriy* and marched to the 
villftge aforesaid* The Dine Jicgiment of the Trained Hands 
mamhed in tlie van, and tOf>k vip tlie quarter ia tlie town' 
tlie other three rtginieiit^* of the Auxiliary Forces, were quar¬ 
tered at the adjacent villager; whemupon oiir Red Regiment of 
tlie Trained Rand wasi t^nstnuiied to inarch half a mile fntilior 
to get (luartin'. Wti were now in the van of the whole Army, 
having not f5o much as one Troop of IToi’se quailereil near us: 
but we u ere no sootier in our ijuavtovs, and set liowii our anna, 
intending a little to refreah ourselves, but presently tliem was 
an alarm In^at up, and we being the frontier Tcginient neai’eat 
to the eiioiuy were presently all drawn up into a !?ody, and 
stoiHl npnji oar guard all that night. Wo w'ere iu great distrac¬ 
tion, having not any ITurse to send out as scouts, to give us any 
iiitenigcnco ; my Lmd (Tcueml with bis nviiiy lay at Chipping 
Norton, abiuit throe miles behind us, who iiad an alarm thero 
given by the enemy the same tugUt also. Our icgimcuL stood 
in the open fiehl all night, having neither breud nor water to 
reiresh 0111*801 ves, having also inarched the day before without 
any sneteiiauco, ucither durst wc kindle any Qre, though it was 
a very cohl night 

Mondiri/^ 4;fk St^Uvihcr^—Wt got some refreshment for our 
soldi era, which was no sooner done, but news was brought to us 
that the enemy was withiu half a mile of tlie town, which 
proved to be true, for presently one rid down to ua, liaving his 
JioTse shot in the neck, all bloody, and told ua the enemy was 
at the town's-eud j also one ti-ooper slain a quarter of a mile 
alMive the town ; one of otir 301(1161*8 stiipped him aud brought 
his clothes to ua. it was a little open village, the enemy might 
have come in ’upon us every way, tlierefore ’v.^e, conceiving it not 
fiafe to abide ill tlie town, drew up our regimenti presently into 
a body, aud tuarehed into a broad open-field to the topt of the 
hill ; the Rluc Rogimeut of the Ti-ained Raiid-s weie ([uartered

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within leas t!ini) Imlf a mile nf us, but eaine not up to us. Being 
come into the held we saw al>out J-iUOU or G,lhh} of tlie enemy's 
Horse surrounding us: one rid post to iny lj>rd (roueral to inform 
liim of it. One great body of tlieiv Horse stood facing us upon 
the tojj of the hill at our town’s emJ, witliin less than a rpuivter 
of a mile from us j another gimt body of their liorse was in the 
valley, upon our right ilanit jls we stood ; emd a tliinl great 
af[nadron of their lioi-se were going up to tlie top of a bill in 
rear of us, by all wliich it appeal^ they Iiad an intent to have 
sun'oundedr our City llcgiuientSj mid to have cut us off; ive 
stood and faced one auollier for the space of half an houi', then 
six or seven of our men w lio had horses rode up Ln iheitj, aud 
came within less than musket shot, llourishing their swords, 
daring them; and one oi' two of f)ur ineji tired upon their ibriom 
hope. Wc had lined tlie hedges witli inusketeer^ij wJiioh, they 
peiceivingj did not move towaixls our hotly^ but (udy sttnjd aud 
faced ua. Tlien some of tlie Auxiliary h'arces cjime up to us ; 
at whose coming we gave a groat shout, and tlicu hy-and*by 
after we saw luy I/utl Generars forces coming dowui the hill, 
about a mile and a half beliind us; my fjoid drew out tlie foi^ 
lorn liope upon tlie iiill as tliey cjiine down, who fired tliree or 
four drakes against the enemy's horse that were near tliein on 
tlie top of the hill that weic coming upon the rear of us, and 
mode tliom retreat to the rest (d the l>ody ; their intent was to 
have compassed us in on every side, but the Ihird prevented 
them; they miglit have spoiled our wdmle icgiiueut, !md tliey 
in tlie morning come down upon us when we were taking a little 
food to refresh ourselves, the enemy lieing then hut half a mile 
off; a great spany of tlie Gavaliers lay all night witliin less 
than half a mile of us, whieli wc i>erceivecl in our mar ch the 
next day; I hope the mercy of that day will not be forgotten. ^ 
“ When this was done, my L. GeneraFs forces marched up to 
OUT brigade: when they were come we drew forth our forlorn 
hope, and marched up to the body of their horse tliat stood 
facing us on the top of tlie hill ■ we fired some dmkea at tlicm, 
they retreated; Uien the Lortl Genoml drew up his great gmia, 
they faced us again, we fired two griiut pieces of ordnance at 
them and then they retrmted up to the town cd‘ Stow, aud 
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drew np all their ]io}m into a body and stood upon tlie side of 
the lull 113 ; then we let ily two or three of our greatest 

ordnance at themj they all Hed, and we pai-aued them and 
followed tlieni thi^^e miles; then they sfoocl and faced the Lord 
tleneml again aT»out the going down of tlie siiii- we tire^l at 
them a great while, mai’cliing up towaids tliein five or six 
Tegiments together, all in a body, about 800 or l,00t> abreast, 
six deep, we having eiiougli, it being a brave ehampiaii 

ttouiiLiy: wliicli gootUy sliow did so nitioh tlie nioTc daunt tlie 
enemy tlnit (as it is I’Cjioitod) I’rince 11 npert swore he thought 
all the Roundheads in England were tliere. 

" In the hrst slcinnish we lost but one man, who was slain 
by onr own cannon tlucfugh his own negligence, and another 
soixi burnt and hurt liy the fsaiiie piece. When we came to 
the (Jai aiicis jTcpoited tliat tliey had killcil tw'enty of our 
men, and we two of theirs, but we hear there w'cre sin of their 
men skin, some hoim hilled, and live prisoners tahim. Prince 
Till pert was there, and some say the I.ord of Holland also. 
Our men iiui^sning them skirmished till ni[ie o’clock at night; 
we marelied after tliem till twelve o'clock at niglit; we lay all 
in tile open held upon the ploughed land, without straw, havijig 
neither bread nor water, yet God ouabloil our soldiers to undergo 
it elu;(!rfiilly ; tluao was not One feeble sick pemon amongst us 
but was able to jnavcli with us tlie day following. 

7 l^planhri' mlvaneed fioni that field near 

to a towji called Iheatbury, within sight of Gloucester, about 
seven miles from it: this day the wliole army inarching to¬ 
gether, it feU t(j our Red Kegiment of the Trained Rands to 
march in tlio rear of tlie waggons, and had the change of them; 
about six o'clook the fiOrd General coming to the top of a high 
•mountain, or hill, called Prestbury Hill, where we might see the 
City of Glances ter, lie commanded four or five great pieces of 
ordnance to be fired oft'; some say it was against the UavalierSj 
%vlio wort: alxuit a mile off in tho town below the hill; others 
say it was to give intelligence to Gloucester of our approaching 
to their relief The army marched down the hill and hastened to 
the adjacent villages for quarters; but before the waggona could 
come to the top of tlie liill, night drawing on, it begun to be 
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very tlark, ao tliiit our waggons and coiTiagftS could not get down 
tlie kill; many of tkeni were ovevtkowu and l>ruketi, ii being a 
very craggy, sleep and daiigei'O’iis }iill, ao tliat the rest of the 
waggons dui'St not adventure to go down, but stayed all night 
there: six or seven liorses lay dead there the next inorning that 
were killed by the ovovtlirc^w of the waggons : our lied Ilegi- 
mentj having charge of tlic waggons, were constrained to lie all 
night on tlic top of the mountain, it Imiiig a most Leriihle 
tempestuous night of vvind and rain, m ever men Jay <Jut in, 
we having neither hedge nor tree fov shelka, nor any susteiiiiice 
of food or lire: we had by this time niavclied six days wit!i 
veiy little provision ; for no place where ^vo came was able to 
relieve our army, Me leaving the roafl all the way and marching 
tliroiigli poor little villages : our soldiers in their nmrebing this 
day would run hall-a*miLe or a mile l>eibre where they licard 
any water was ^ such straits and hardships our citizens foriTierly 
Itnew not, yet the T-iJrd tliat called us out to do his %voTk 
enabled us to undergo such liarduess as He brfuight us to. This 
evening the Lord General was fain to light for his quarter, anil 
beat tlie enemy out of it, at a market-toM'u called Cheltenhatn, 
live miles fioin Gloucester, and two miles I'lviin this hill; about 
midnight we had two alarms upon this hill, in the midst of all 
the storiJi ami luiii, which, togetiier with the darkne'^s of the 
night made it so muoU tlie lauro diHiadiul, wlueh also causei-l a 
great distraction among oui soldiers, eveiyone ^tanding iiptui his 
guard, and fearing his felloir-soldier Ui he bis enemy* Many 
other pajticular sad stories of this teinpestuoiis storjny night I 
leave to the relation of otliei's: one young man of the Coloiiors 
company was shot in this coiLfusion upon this hill, whose death 
will be much lamented by his parents and friends, from whom 
he received a letter but u few days before to return home* 

**The itext morning being Wednestlay, Septeiiiber lith, our 
soldiers came down from that hill into the village ufoi'esaid, 
being wet ti^ the very skin, but could get little or no refreshing, 
every house being so full of soldiers; tlie Cavaliers were in the 
town but the ilay before. We stayed here but tw'o or three haul's 
that tuoming, and tlien we had an alunn that the Gavahers were 
near the town witli a great body of Hol^u. We M^ere oil presently 
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dnuYii upinti^ a Ixxly in thp field; our Bolcliera began to eoin- 
plaiu idtifnily, being even wprn out and q^uLte spent foi want 
of aonie refreshing, some compl^tining tliey had not eaten or 
drmik in two days, some a longer time. Yesterday the enemy 
raised tliulr siege frojii Ijefore Gloucester, This day our two 
i-egiincnU of tlio J'miiied Hands marched to a little village called 
Nnitoju, tlnee miles wide of Gloucester and four miles from 
Tewkesbury, wbei'e our soldiei^ bad some r&isoimble accommo- 
datiou atul lefj'o.'^biuent hi this villago wo liad juaiiy alarms ; 
we ooTitiuued liei'o two days and tvro nights. 

“ The King’s to ices fell upon some 

i>f our troopis of liorse at Wiiiscombe, tliey being secure; tlie 
cueiny killed many of the in, and took many prisonei's and some 
colours, d'lie regiments of our liome there did belong to Colonel 
^^ere and Colonel Good\Yin. Tlio Anxiliary regiments were 
iLUiiitei’ed witliiii two miles where tins was ilone. Tills nigbt, 
about seven o’clock, there Cfime a com maud for our 1 ‘eginienta 
of the Titiiued Ihuid^ to mamli live miles V^tek again in the 
night, but it being a very dark nigbt, and onr men worn out 
ami spent with tlieir former mai'cbiiig, they ivlused to go; but 
next looming, being Friday, 8e}dember Rth, wo did. The Lml 
Geiieral, witli the whole anny, marclied into Gloucester thia 
day. The city w'jis ext:eediiig full of horse and foot; the 
enemy iKssieged tins town a full moutli and three days. They 
had uuLuy stmug Bissau]ts against it, and battered some of their 
works ; in two or three pintles they bad be);un to imdermiuo 
the gates and outworks, but were met with by the City forces, 
who did undermine within to meet them; without tliey shot 
many gi'ajidocs of great weight, wliich, when tliey fell in the 
City, were red as fire, yet, ble8se<i lie Gotl, killed not one nmn 
tlicrewith, only tore up the gi'ound as h a bear had Ijeen rooting 
up tlie earth. Tlie inhabitants in the City report that the enemy 
shot 140 shot* gseAi and ainall, in one day, and yet killed 
neither man, woman, uor child; tlicy lost about thirty in thia 
City during tlie time of the siege, nu^sfc of which, os it ia re¬ 
ported, were shot in the head, in peeping tlirough some holes 
;it the enemy. We found very loving respect mid euteitainment 
in this city, they being very joyful of our coming. We abode 
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iicte Friday night and Saturday, ami tiixirclicd away on Salibath- 
day morning. Tlio Lord Geiiei'al left in tliia city three gi^at 
pieces of oixlnance, as also many scoi^e ban'ela of ]xjwder, with 
match and bullet proportiouablo, furnishing them to their heait'a 
desire, 

“Sahh(itJtrf^a^t l\)fL —Tlie whole army advanced 

from Gloucester U) Tewlcesbuiy, wliem we abode four days and 
five iiightSi till Gloucester Imd pi'ovided tlieinselvea with coin 
nud other provisions, The enemy had cut off fmiii tljic city 
all their pipes of water, aud burnt their mills. ^ly Loivl General 
summoned this town of Tewkesbury, and dcmaiuled the twen¬ 
tieth part of tlieir estates for tlje relief of Gloucester, We were 
at this taw’u five days—from 8abballi-day till I'Viday. 

" r ir^fh .—On Tlimaday night the enemy ditl fall 

upon some of our troops of horse, wlio were tpiavtei'ed about 
tluee miles from Tewkesbury, of tlie regiment belonging to Sir 
Ja mes llaTusey ■ they jinuiy of <jur men, and took many 
others prisoners. We took four {if them prisoners; but tlie 
greatest loss was sustained on our side, Jiefore we marched 
from this tovvn the Lord General gave oidcra for the making 
of a bridge over the river Severn, near Tewkesl^uiry', as If oui' 
intention had been to maiT:li witli otir army over there to 
Worcester^ wineh caused the enemy to draw their forces tliiUier 
us a place of refuge. The wdsdom and pfdiey of the Lord General 
and Council of War, sis also their great cure for the preservation 
of our arniy, is highly to be conunendcfl and never to be for¬ 
gotten, and may serve to stop the mouths of all aiich as shall 
hereafter be oi>cned against hinij for had tl\e enemy known 
which way we had niarcUeil tlicy might Imvo had us at a gieat 
advantage, by gaining the hills, we lieiiig now in the vale of 
Kaum, and all our great ordnance and caniages to be drawn up 
those liillflj tliey might have kept us thei'e *all tliia winter, and 
0 tarved OUT army; hut, blessed l;e God, we all manclied awuy 
with safety* One that was present at Ksuiit, where the King, 
with bis army, lay, afiirnia that, wlien tidings eame to the 
King that \vc were marched from Tewkesbury, they did stamp 
and swear, and ciu'so their scouts exeecuiingly that tliey gave 
tbeju no better iulelligonce of our departlue. And the same 
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day wc marched from Tcwhcsbviry the King, witli hi a aviuy 
and train of artillery, marched fi-oiii Eaum after 113 , as will appear 
in the onauing matter, 

“ SrpkyiltCi' —(hir wJiole Army advanced from 

Tewkeslnuy to (Jfceter {nfhiH Chiuimester), seventeen miles; 
marched all night, anti sat do^vii 1 sc fore it about thitie o*clock in 
the Tnornliig. When wc came tlutheiv Sir Robert l^ye iiiEiiehed 
up to the town, aii<h n'itli sonic iiiusketccrsi he gave fire upon 
the aeuLinelSj killed one of Liioin uiid wounded the other; Sir 


Robert liiiuself received a shot in the aiJii, Tlic Cavaliers yLcldetl 
the town, and dcsij’cd fpialter. We took 22 0 prisoners, wlicmof 
ten were t'ormimmlers; we lied them two and two togoUier 
with in:itch, and Inwight them along with ns; we took jJso 
twenty-se^'en waggou^loml of ]irovibiou, wliicli the Cavaliers had 
pniviiled for tlic i-elief of tlieir own Army; they hail taken the 
sclioohhonse belonging to the town, and maile it their store- 
lioTise, to lay in siudi pi\>vision as they made the coLiutry tu 
hi'iiig in; tliey slew one man of ours, who was pistolled hy one 
that Look him jnlsonev; wc killed two or three of Uieni. 


** IhM,—We advauctKl freni Give ureter 

Jive miles, to a village called i^ettou, where ttur London Brigade 
was qiiarUniKl that night. The Loitl Ceneral, with his army, 
(tuarter^Hl a mile further, at a luaiket town in Wiltshire, called 


(JiiokleL At the vilhige aforesaid w’ere Leu cart-loads fif 


Cavaliers, who were sick and lame, and hrought tlnthcr to be 
(p\arbored, whcj, when they heard we were marching U} this 
phiue, they then found their legs inul mil away. Tins day \ve 
hiul a wet march^ and in tho night a false alanii, 

" SrpUt/iber lltiL —We inarched from t.'rioklet to 

a market town, called Swindon, eiglst miles. This luoiuing 
news was brought that the Cavaliers were come to ('ireiicester, 
and had taken and killed many of our men, who stiiyed behind 
diinkitig, aud JtGglccting to march with their colon is, who ai e 
not inucU to be pitied. 1’his day we drove along with our Army 
about 1,000 sheep and 00 liea<l of cattle, whicli were taken from 
maligna Jits and papists in the country, for tlie maintenance of 
OUT Army, Eighty-seveu sheep were allotted for our Ited 
itugiment, but we uftomarLls lost them all when we came tu 
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it I>eiu;4 evBvy tsiaii's care then to Meoiire liinisell', and to 
see to tlie safety of the Army. I’his night our London Brigade 
WAS quartered two miles hoyoiid the Lind GenerEd’a quarters, nt 
a i^r little village called t.lusledoUj where we conlil get no 
accommodation eillmr for meat ov drink bnt what we bi’ouglit 
with us hi our knapsacks; nuist of us quai'tored in the open Hold, 
it leing a veiy cold finsty nights We inarched away hence the 
next moniing. 

Ahitfhft/, IWi .—We mlvanectl from tliis village 

about two miles, Uy a place called Ahern (.liase, wliere news was 
hrouglit to the f/ord General iliat tlie enemy wa.s coming npjii 
ns with a gi'cat body of hoi-se, which ciiused the I/iM (le\ieral 
nnike a staiuL Our wliolc Army heing iii a dec]i valley, and the 
enemy upon the hills on onv left Hank, we drew up idl our Army 
into a Ixjdy to the top of the hill, wliero we hiul a full view of 
the enemy over against iw, Thei-e ap|>earcd a great l>iwly of tlicir 
hoi-se, it was conceived there was 7,ihK) or 8,0011, hut uo fot^t 
that we coidd discern* We stood awhile and fjiced tlicm; then 
one email Irndy of liorse, as a forioni hope, unuched up the hill 
Uy them* and lireil upon them, and then mtieated to tlieir main 
body in Llie valley; the enemy followed our home in their retreat, 
tiring at them nil the way very tieicely; then u'c tiiTCii some 
drakes at their hor»e, but did little execution; then our body of 
foot was di'awii tlowii from tliis liill to the top of another high 
hill, where we stood and faced the enemy, Imvitig a full view of 
all that was done between our hoi'se and tljeirs; our foot wei-e 
not engaged ut all in this light, except two legiments only* Tfien 
(.'olonel Meldram^s and t'olonel Kiivvie's troopa drew up in a 
body, and gave the enemy a very fierce cliarge, which was pei^- 
formed witli as brave courage and valour as ever men did, and 
then wheeled about to. a vegimenfc of our foot that stood in rear 
of them; the enemy pursued them in their i-etroat, akiiinishing 
one at another all tlie way; what numher was slain in this fight 
is not yet known. Here Captain Willet received a shot from the 
eiieuiy, of which wound he is since dead; we lost no other man 
of note in this fight. One man of gi^eat note and esteem of the 
enemy’s party was here slain, Marquis de la Veel; his father is 
Lord High Ihlai'shal of France, and cliief Commander in the field. 
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Wci took up his iiody arul can’ieil it to Hun^Ferford, I yiowocI 
Ids wounds ; lie received three shots iu his body from us, one in 
his nglit }>ireust, UTiother in the shoulder, and a tliiixt in the face. 
Fi'oin tills place all their liorae ji^mtlicred into a Iwdy when it 
begim to be diirk, and sri uni's likewisfi; and we marched away 
tltat night to llungerforil, liv e iidles. Our Ked liegiinont, with 
some other rcglmenls,\vevc quartered a mile on tliis si do timigev- 
hjrd, at a little village callerl Slmlton; those that inai'cheil in rear 
of the Army were inarching this five miles all qiglit. Wo wgitj 
much distressed for want of sleep, us ulso for all otiier suat-enance; 
it was a night of imudi min, we were wet to the akin. This day we 
t<x^k bveuty-five C^iv.alievs ut ITuiigerfoid, wliereof one svas sliiin. 

If).-—We mlvauc^cd IVom Jruiigeifohl to 
a village called Kmluy, ubmt a uliIl and a half from Newbury: 
the Jyinl netieral had inUiiiL to have qnaitered at Xewhury that 
night, hut the King got into the town the day hefore, and so we 
were prevented. Tbi.s luorniiig u triiiupeter Ciiiiie fioiu the King 
to the [/srd ilencnil to desii’e that surgeons and dochws might 
have free uecess fi-om them to the Marquis that we had taken. 
Ihit tire iiiesseiigev came loo late, for the was past 

tluur cum. The l/nd nenciul told Jvim, if tliey pleased to send 
for hia body they might liave it. The ileath of this Marquis 
hath lunch enraged the encin^''^ hciiig one wlioiu they did higldy 
esterm. This niglifc our whole army tpinvtered in the oi>en held \ 
we liad no provision but what little everyone hud in his knap¬ 
sack. We ha^l now nnutjhcAi many days ami uigids with little 
food or any rtustenauce, and little sleep. This night the King 
sent ft challenge to tlie I^id Geiieval, to give him Uittle the 
iioNt morning, which acctirdiiigly was performed j aud in tlm 
jdght our eueniies gained the hills wliero they intended to give 
us battle j they planted their oiMnance, got all advantages they 
could desire, before our army ijiarche<l up to them. Yet now 
we see there is neither wisdom nor policy nor strength against 
the Lord; yea, had not the T^r<1 himself been on onr side, they 
had swallowed us up quick, so great \ma tlieir lage and fury 
stiiTcd up against ns, they being confident of the victory before 
wo came to iiglit, Hut lot not hLiu that puts on Ids harness 
boast tis lic that puU it olh For it wtw uut uur owu arm that 
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snv«(l US, but the ri^bt- hand of the Lord became glorious Iji that 
day, to get liimself a glorious name* 

** The next morning, Sept* 20, very early l>efore day, ivc had 
drawn up all our army iu tlieir several regiments, and marched 
away by break of day; uud Llieti advancing towards trim enemy 
with most cheeiTiil and enurageous fipirits. The Lord ]lol>crVs 
suldieis hatl begun to skirmish with tlieni hef'oie we came up to 
the enemy, whicli, we lieariiig, put us to a running inarcli till 
we swTat again, hastening t-o their relief and siiccoiir< When w'e 
’were coiue up into the held our two Itegimeiit^i of tlie Trained 
Hands w'ere placeil in oi>eu cumpania upoJi the right wing of 
tlu! whole anuy. The enemy had there planted eight inec&s of 
ordnance, and stood in a great body of horse and foot, we being 
placed right opposite against them, and iar less than twic(i 
muflkcL shot distance fioin them. They began their battery 
against iis witli tlieir great guns above half an l^oiir befoie we 
could get any of our guns up to ns; onr gunner dealt very ill 
u'ith 113, delaying ti^ come up to iis; our nohle Colonel Tucker 
tired one piece of ordjiance against the enemy, and aiming to 
give tii'e tbe secoinl time, wajs shot in the head wifcli a cannon 
bullet from the ent^njy. Tlic T'lne Ilogiinetit of the Trained 
KuikIh stood on onr liglit wing, ami behaved themselves most 
gallantly* lugiineiiU of tlie King’s iloi’so, wliicli stood 

uiHJii their right iiank afar off, came fiercely upon Lliem, and 
charged tJiein two or three times, but were beaten back with 
their Musketeers, wlio gave tliem a moat desperate cho.i'ge 
and made them ily. 'J'liis day our whole army w'oro green 
boughs iu their hat?, to distiugutsh ua from our eueuiies, which 
they peiveiving, one Itegiment of their Horae liad got green 
boughs and ixale up to our regiments crying,' KriciKls, friends ;* 
but we let fly at tlieiu, and made many of them and their 
horses tumble, making them fly witli a vengeance. The enemy's 
cannon did play most against’the tied Eegiiiient of Trained 
Hands; they did some execution amongst us at fii'sti and were 
somewhat dreadful when men's bowels and brains flew in our 
faces I but blc&aed Ihj God that gave us courage, so that we kept 
our ground, and after awliile feared them not; ouv oidoance did 
\ery good executiou upon tiiem, for we stood at iso neai- a distance, 
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Upon a plain field, tliat we conld not liglitly iTiis.-^ one anotliev. 
We were not n>neU aljove belt’ onr regiments in this place, for we 
had sixty Hies of Mnsketcers drawn off lor the foilovii bo[iej who 
were engaged against the enemy in the field upon our left Hank. 
Where most of the regiment-^ of the Army were in figlit^ tljoy luul 
some small slielter of the )lodges and l)auks, yet had a very hot 
fight with the enemy* and did gotid execution, and stood to it as 
bravely as over men did. When onr two mginient^ ot‘ the 
Tiaiiiwl I'ands had lUuH played against tlie enemy for the space 
of three hcnin?* or lliereaboiiU, oar lied Uegiioeiit joined to tli(' 
Blue* which stood a little ilistEiace fixnn ns* ujioii our left flank, 
where we gaineil tlie fulvimiago of a little hill, wdneli we maiii- 
tiiined against tlie enemy half an hour; two regiments of the 
enemy's Ky^>t fought ugidnsL us all this while to gain the liill* 
but could not. 'rhea two regimeiiLs i>f the enemy’s Horse, 
wliich stood upon our right tiank, cnine Jiereelv u]aui us* and so 
surrounded us that we were loteed to cliinge upon them in the 
i'ront and rear^ and botli Hanks, which was pert'ormed by us 
with a great deal of &>iinige arul uiulaunteilnass of spirit, inso¬ 
much lliat we ijuide a great slangliter of Lhcui, and forced them 
to retreat; but presently tlie t^vo re^ginionts of the enemy's Koot 
in thirt time gained the hilk and came upon us before wa could 
well recover oureelves, that we were glad to rutretiL a little wa}' 
into the Held, till we Juul mllied up our nieu, and put them Into 
tlieir former posture, and then came ou again. If 1 should 
stjcak anything in the praise and high CA>inmeiulations of these 
two regiuieub? of Llie "I’minctl Bauds* 1 should rather obscure 
and darken tlie glory of tliat courage and valour iSod gave unPi 
them this day; they stood like so many stakes before thesliot nf 
the caiuioTi* quitting theiuaelves like men of uinlaunttKl spirits, 
even omr euemies themselves Ixnng judges. It might he ex¬ 
pected tlmt something should he spoken of tlie noble and valiant 
aerviee ^yerformed by the rest nf the regiments of the Army, both 
horse and foot ■ but their courage and valour itself sjicaka* which 
was performed liy them tliat day, our men HgUtiug like lions 
iu every place, the great slaughter among the enemy testifies. 
My noble and valiant Captain, George Mosse, who was witSi tlie 
tWlorn liope, received a shot iu the liack from the enemy, of 
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which wound ha la since death This 2(Hli nf September (hms 
Ultf, ImliViffitct) wc lost alwit sixty or seventy uit-n in omr Ited 
TJegicnent of the Tmined Rniicla, Itosides wcninded men ; wje 
huviuf^^ the hottest chur^^'C frim\ the enemy's eaimon of uny 
iTejriinent in the Army. AIj^o that woHhy and valiant f'eiille- 
iiunij llitntj was ahiiri hi tliia l>attlc, whose death is miieli 
lamented. These two poor regimciita were tl^e very nbjei'ts of 
the enemy^s^ battery that day, and they liavc since made their 
boost of it-* It is conjectured by mast that the enemy lof?t tour 
For one; seventy oliief (‘ominaiuleTS wei^ slain on their side. 
This is most certain, that they did acktiowleilge IhemselvcH to Ije 
beaten* 3t is credibly infoniied liy those that were this day in 
tbe Xing's Army, that the Xing himself hmught up a hegiment 
of Toot and another of Horse into the held, and gave fire to two 
pieces of ordnance, riding iqi and do^ni all that ilay in a soldier’s 
gray coat. The next day I vieweti the dead btidies ; there lay 
about 100 stripped naked in tiint field where our two in^giments 
stood in battalion. This nigiit the enemy conveyed away about 
thirty cait-load of maimed and dejul nieii, as tiio tcwu^pcojilc 
credibly reported to \ia, and f tlniik they might have earned 
away twenty cart-lootl more tbe next morning; they bniie<l 
thirty in one pit, fourteen lay dead in one ditch. This battle 
conliuucd long; it began about six o’clock in tbe monaiig, and 
contiiiued till past twelve o’clock at night; in tlie iiiglit tlie 
eneiny retreateil tx) tbe town of Newbury and dj’cw away all 
their onlnance; wc were In great distress for water, or any 
iiccomruodatioij to refresh our jjoor soldiers; yet tho Lonl Iniit- 
eelf sustained us so that we did not faint under it; wc were 
right ghid to drink in the same water wliere our hoi-sea did 
drink, wandering np and down to seek for it* t)ur word on tliis 
day was * Religion/ theirs was, * Queen jMary in the field.’ The 
groat goodness of God in giving ua victory this day is m 
much the more renjarkable from these three considerations :— 
First, that great disadvantage we hud this day in Ciujc we had 
licesL beat by the enemy, we having no pLice nf retreat for safety 
tiearer than Gloucester, which wfes above thirty miles, whereas 
our enemies had possession of Ncwbmy, ami, in a inamier, of 
Uiti whole cxmntry reiiiul about; secondly, we Imd great seareity 
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of pi'ovisimi for oyiv Arn^y^ liaviii*( marched uinny dnvR ftnd 
niglits^Tvitli little food or sleep, or refresh nient; had not (lod 
fc<l us with the hi'eiul of our enemies, wliieli we took at Ciren* 
eester, we ooiild ?iot wiUrruit a specml providence of God have 
lieeji able to siihsist, wlicreits our ortoinies had llie town of New¬ 
bury and tlie country all aljout for their lelicf; iliinJly, we had 
great disadvantage by gtviii" battle in that places the enemy 
bad nm<le ebf>iee t>f their ground, planted their oiduanee, gainetl 
all advantages they enuld desire, IJesules many other digad- 
vautages on our part, which I forbear to relate, yefc God gave us’ 
the vid.nry nut] iiiade oureiieuiies liy Wfore ns, that we kepttlte 
dchl all night. The Duiil tleiieml deserves perpetual lioiKnir by 
his worlliy and vahialde majuiging of this iLiy's KaiLle; as 
also no le45S pciij^e and eonimendation to the rest the Cmnidl 
of Wav. Many more]farticular passages might liere l>e inseiieih 
liut 1 prO{!eed. 

“ TAfrrw/ay. After wo had buried our desul, 

we niait^lied from this field with otir ^vlKlle A’ liiy to a town 
(tailed the Veal, eleven miles, and lour miles f'loin Ueiuling, 
whei'O, iji our march this day, our enemy piiraning us fell upon 
our in a narrow lane, about a mile and a half fi^m a village 
(tailed jVldcrmason j they <;Eime upon us with a great body 
of I'uot and Hoi^c. Our Lojjdoii Jlrigade maiidie^l in the rear, 
and a forlorn hope of 000 Musketeei^ in the iTiar of thuni, 
liesides a great number of our IToi'se; but our ITorse whieh 
brought up the I'ear durst not stand to chai’ge tlte enemy, but 
fteil, vunuiiig iiiU> tlie narrow lane, rouU’d wn own Foot, tiaiiip- 
ling many of tlmin under their homes' feet, crying out to them, 

‘ Away, away; every Jimn shift for Ids life; yon are rdl dead 
menwhich causeil a moat strange confusion amongst us. 
We fired ten or twelve tirakes at the enemy, hut they came 
ujKm us very fiercely, having their Foot on the other side of the 
1 1 edges; many of our waggoua were overthrown and broken, 
othc)^ cut their tmecs^ and horse-harness, and ran away with 
tiieir hotises, leaving their waggons and cariiagcss I>ehind them ; 
our Foot fired upon the enemy’s Hoj'se very biiively, and slew 
many of them; some j-o[>ort above lUd, aud not ten of Dai'S: 
some that wo Umk pilsoacra our men weixj so enraged at them 
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that they knocked out their biains 'with the bdtff of.tbeir 
nniakets, In this great di&tractioa and rout a wa^bs^,^^wdei 
lying ill the way overthrown, soma fi^oarks of et^vif^atoh fell 
among it which did much hurtj seven men hnnitv'&nd two 
killeti; the enemy had got two of our drakes iu the rear had not 
our Foot pkyed the men and recovered them again; this wea 
about four or five o'clock nt night; many of our jne^doet their 
horses, and other things which they threw away"dfechaste; we 
Tuarchcd on and came to the Veal about ten o’clock at night 

“ 22;^^.—We advanced from tlio Veal and 

came to Heading, four miles, when wo rofcahed onr soldiers 
after our hard service and 'wearisome mai'chings. We stayed 
here Friday, Saturday, and Sabbath-day; SatimUy night al>out 
twenty of the enemy’s Horse came and gave us an alarm. 
Sabbath-day was celebrated a day of thanksgiving; we mm'ched 
away lienee on Monday morning- 

25fA.—We advanced from Reading to Maidon- 
head; our brigade wag quartered here, but the l.ord General 
with his army and all his train marched to Windsor. 

“ Tuesdayf SepL 26/7*.—We advanced fiom Maideiihead about 
4 o*clock in the moi'niug, having some intentiou of marching 
to Londou that uigUt^ but came uo farther tlian Braiuford, 
where we stayed the next day also, being Fast-day. 

Thursday, Sepf^ —-We inarched from Rrainford to Lon¬ 

don, wliere w'e were joyfully received home of all our friends, 
and all that wish well to the Parliament, and to the vexation of 
heart of all 'wicked maligiianta who had raised reports that we 
were all routed and slain. The Lord Mayor, together with the 
Aldermen of the City, met ua at Temple Rar and entertained us 
joyfully : many thousands bidding us welcome home, and bless¬ 
ing God for out safe return. Thus God, that called ua forth 
to do His work, brought us tbrougli many straits, delivered us 
from the rage and inaolency of our adveTsaries, made them 
turn their hacks with shame, giving us vicbory, and causing us 
to retulik home joyfully/^*
